TOAST OF THE TOWN 

Madeline Harlan has chaired the annual fundraiser, which fea- 
lures a series of events and dinners at area homes and business- 
es, for the past two years. The proceeds go to “A Woman's Place” 
at St. Mary's Hospital, a health resource center dedicated to pro- 
viding information and community support for women's health 
issues. The Packers have supported the event through ticket pur- 
chases and donations of autographed items. In 2002, Toast of the 
Town raised more than $75,000. 
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The Green Bay Packers organization has enjoyed 
tremendous fan support through its long and storied 
history. The community supported the team in times of 
Need by “passing the hat" at games and by buying stock 
in 1923, 1935, 1950 and 1997, among other ways. To 
give back to the community, the team created the Green 
Bay Packers Foundation in December 1986. The 
Foundation assists in a wide variety of activities and pro- 
grams that benefit education, civic affairs, health servic- 
es, human services and youth-related programs. 

“Our unique ownership gives us a strong link with 
fans and the community, who have supported us for so 
many years,” president Bob Harlan said. "We have fans 
not just in Green Bay, but throughout the state, and the 
Foundation is a great way to give something back.” 

Seed money for the Foundation trust fund was pro- 
vided by the team. While the Packers’ contributions 
make up the majority of the trust fund, the team also 
accepts outside donations. 

Last year, in its annual distribution of funds, awarded 
more than $100,000 to 51 civic and charitable groups 
throughout Wisconsin, Carl Kuehne, chairman of the 
Foundation committee, announced May 27. With the lat- 
est disbursements, totaling $105,125, the Foundation 
has distributed $1,108,526 for charitable purposes since 
it was established in 1986 by Judge Robert J. Parins, 
then president of the Packers Corporation, “as a vehicle 
to assure continued contributions to charity.” 

The financial breakdown of the Foundation’s contri- 
butions discloses that 28 grants — aggregating $74,200 
— were awarded to Brown County organizations, among 
them grants to the Brown County Library, Bellin 
Foundation, Boys & Girls Club, Jackie Nitschke Center 
and the Crime Prevention Fund Program of Brown 
County. 

Additional grants, totaling $30,925, were made to 23 
other groups around the state, among them Rawhide, 
Lionel's House, Great Lakes Hemophilia Foundation, My 
Home Youth Home and the Wisconsin Sports 
Foundation. 

Kuehne made the grants announcement during a 
press conference hosted by the Nitschke Center, 630 
Cherry Street, Green Bay, and attended by Amy Nitschke 
iKlaas, daughter of the late Ray and Jackie Nitschke, who 
has been closely involved with the work of the Center. 

_ Under the Packers Scholarship Program, established 
In 2002, an additional $15,000 is being awarded — 
7,500 to Scholarships, Inc., for distribution to students 
in four-year colleges and $7,500 to NWTC for distribu- 
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tion to students in two- 
year associate degree or 
apprenticeship trades pro- 
grams. The scholarship 
funds come from National 
Football League Properties 
which — at the Packers’ 
request — returns to the Ss 
Foundation royalty fees 
paid for using the Packers FOUNDATION 
logo on Wisconsin auto- 
mobile license plates. 
In the past year, the Foundation also has distributed 
an additional $36,000 on behalf of National Football 
League Charities — $25,000 in “Community 
Quarterback’ awards to civic leaders for contributions to 
the community, $6,000 in the NFL's Coach of the Week" 
program which honors successful Wisconsin high 
school coaches on a weekly basis throughout the sea-

For Bob Harlan, whose 
daring vision and inspired 
leadership have set a lofty 
standard for the world of 
professional sports over the 
past decade, this is a unique 
and historic year in his 
remarkably successiul 
tenure as the Packers orga- 
nization’s president and chief executive officer. 

And also, to be sure, for the storied Green Bay fran- 
chise, ever close to his heart. 

Unique and historic because the crowning achieve- 
ment of Harlan's 14-year tenure — completion of the 
$295 million renovation of Lambeau Field, a sprawling, 
three-year project — coincides with the opening of the 
team’s 2003 National Football League season. 

And though he would modestly eschew making such 
acclaim, bringing it to impressive fruition has been a truly 
monumental accomplishment, one initiated and 
presided over by the Packers’ genial chief executive. 


aced with finding a way to assure the team’s 
financial survival in the NFL for the next three 
decades, it was he who conceived the idea of 
transforming "Lambeau" into a 365-day-a-year 
tourist destination — the first such operation in NFL his- 
tory — then put together the creative and comprehen- 
sive plan to make it the stunning reality it has become. 

Not that the purposeful lowan needed to enhance his 
position in the team’s distinguished annals. Before 
undertaking the massive and challenging stadium reno- 
vation, he already had been assured of a prominent 
plateau in the Packers’ unique history, in large measure 
because he — as the team’s president and chief execu- 
tive officer — had been the catalyst in triggering a major 
competitive revival that brought Green Bay a third Super 
Bowl championship in the mid-'90s — and a return to 
perennial contender status — accomplishments 
spawned by the inspired hiring of Ron Wolf in 1991 to 
preside over the club's football operations. 

In the year of 2000, Harlan achieved even greater 
eminence among the nine presidents the organization 
has had over its long history by boldly conceiving, 
directing and assuring the redevelopment of the stadi- 
um, a project clearly critical to the organization's long- 
term survival in the NFL. 

\t easily ranks among the most singular achieve- 
ments in the club's distinguished history, already replete 
with economic challenges and providential solutions. A 
key element involved a referendum calling for the outlay 
of $169.1 million in public funds to complement a 
$135.9 million contribution from the Packers and, to a 
substantial extent, its ultimate approval represented a 
personal victory for Harlan, whose career-long integrity 
was, unquestionably, a significant factor in the referen- 
dum’s positive result. 

In its wake, and in the light of his previous achieve- 
ments, there is the perception that Harlan might well 
have set himself apart from all of his predecessors in the 
office with this towering addition to his already imposing 
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> The aforementioned hiring of Wolf, initiating an on- 
field renaissance that has seen the Packers post 10 
winning records in the past 11 seasons, including 
seven straight from 1992-98, and playoff appearances 
six years in a row — a club record; 

> Presiding over a historic move — the 1994 decision 
to leave Milwaukee, ending a 62-year stay, and play all 
home games in Green Bay; 

» Launching the fourth stock sale in the team’s history 
in 1997, a mechanism which produced more than $20 
million in “new money” and in excess of 100,000 new 
shareholders; and 

> Authorizing construction of the Don Hutson Center, 
the team’s ‘state of the art’ indoor practice facility.

Considerable contributions, all, but passage of the 
stadium referendum — and everything that it represents 
— may well go down as the hallmark achievement of 
Harlan’s highly-progressive administration, now in its 
15th year. 

There is the profound impression that the sincerity of 
his message — his oft-stated conviction that a redevel- 
oped Lambeau Field was the best and only hope to save 
the franchise and preserve "Lambeau" — was, ultimate- 
ly, the key factor in putting the "Yes" vote over the top, by 
a 53-to-47 percent margin. 

In the process, the Packers’ 66-year-old CEO paid a 
high price, from the personal standpoint, to deliver it. He 
had literally dedicated almost all of his waking hours to 
the project over an eight-month span, beginning on 
January 22, 2000, when he and John Jones, then the 
club's senior vice president of administration, unveiled 
drawings of the proposed Lambeau Field redevelopment 
at a press conference in the gymnasium of the Packers’ 
administration building. 

A tireless and proactive leader, Harlan subsequently 
became the first president in the team’s history to take 
his case directly to the fans in a very personal, one-on- 
one manner — even to the point of making appearances 
at local companies as early as 5:30 a.m. to shake hands

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with shift workers, deliver his message and answer any 
questions that might arise. He also could be seen at a 
high school football game, greeting fans before the 
game, welcoming their questions and urging them to 
vote “Yes* in the September 12 referendum. 

In the three-year interim and the multi-faceted 
process of implementing the team's long-term financial 
plan, Harlan has had the satisfaction of seeing the rede- 
velopment of Lambeau Field pay early and substantial 
dividends — exceeding even the most optimistic projec- 
tions — as the additional sources of revenue spawned a 
record year for club profits. As an impressive result, the 
Packers rose to 10th place in revenue ranking among 
NFL teams during the 2002-2003 fiscal year, their high- 
est finish since 1997, a Super Bowl year, when they fin- 
ished ninth. 

In so doing, the team made its initial step toward 
delivering on a promise made to the community and the 
fans prior to the referendum — to convert profitability 
into preserving the franchise and Lambeau Field, 

Under Harlan’s insightful leadership, the Packers 
organization also has been accorded national acclaim for 
its consistently high quality of operation. It has been 
selected by SportsBusiness Journal as the best-run fran- 
chise in all of professional sports and, in a 2003 ESPN 
The Magazine fan survey, was ranked as the best fran- 
chise among the 121 teams in the four major sports. 
Harris Interactive also named the Packers ‘America’s 
Football Team,’ ending the Dallas Cowboys’ nine-year 
hold of the top spot, and their broad appeal was further 
underscored when their merchandise placed among the 
NFL's top five in sales for the sixth consecutive season. 

From an overall perspective, prior to launching the 
“Lambeau” renovation project, Harlan already had guided 
the organization through one of the most eventful and 
challenging decades in its long history — en route to the 
new millennium — with a sure and steady hand. 

Now in his 33rd year in the Packers’ front office, one 
of the longest tenures in team history, Harlan’s imposing 
list of accomplishments has earned him respect 
throughout the National Football League as a visionary 
and aggressive leader — and one poised to deal with the 
major challenges that inevitably arise. 


ell suited to his role in the demanding era of 

free agency and the salary cap, he has 

responded swiftly and decisively to the 

diverse and complex problems it has pre- 
sented, notable among them by the hiring of former 
agent Andrew Brandt to handle all player contracts and 
monitor the "cap" — a master stroke. 

And to one situation he had not expected to 
encounter at this point in time — Wolf's retirement as 
the team's executive vice president and general manag- 
er with three years remaining on his contract — after 
presiding over one of the great turnabouts in pro football 
history. 

Once assured that Wolf would not be changing his 
mind about calling it a career, Harlan was characteristi- 
cally decisive and expeditious, carefully weighing his 


options and then naming Head Coach Mike Sherman to | 


the companion role of executive vice president and gen- 
eral manager on February 1, 2001 — the first such dual 
arrangement the organization has had since 1980. 

It has proven to be a fortuitous decision, Sherman 
having maneuvered the Packers to back-to-back 12-and- 
4 records, a division championship and consecutive 
playoff appearances in his first two years with the joint 
responsibilities. 

Over his tenure as president, Harlan repeatedly has 
proven to be a man of his word — fulfilling the pledge 
he made when he took office. When he was elected pres- 
ident and chief executive officer of the Green Bay 
Packers, Inc., on June 5, 1989, he promptly established

an ambitious agenda for himself and the organization, 
announcing, "| want to move this franchise ahead in 
every area. 

“We've got to be successful from top to bottom to 
succeed. And,” he promised, ‘we're going to succeed.” 


ucceed, assuredly, he and the Packers have — 

beyond all reasonable expectations, both corpo- 

rately and competitively. The organization he 

heads up today — currently being cited as a 
model for franchises across the entire spectrum of pro- 
fessional sports — reigns as one of the NFL's elite, the 
standard of professional football. 

Thus, in his multi-faceted tenure as club president, 
Harlan has taken his place among the most productive 
and accomplished chief executives in the Green Bay 
Packers’ long and storied history. 

On the field, clearly, the greatest accomplishment of 
his administration has been the return of the Lombardi 
Trophy to Green Bay — which became a long-awaited 
reality in January of 1997 when the Packers triumphed 
over New England in Super Bow! XXXI, He also is 
respected throughout the NFL for the extensive and 
innovative agenda he has implemented since taking over

ager, with total authority 
over football operations. 

In the light of subse- 
quent events, the latter 
decision already ranks 
among the most significant 
in the 84-year history of 
the Packers, the NFL’s only publicly-owned franchise. 
Wolf was chosen ‘NFL Executive of the Year’ following 
his first full season with the Packers, which saw him hire 
ex-49ers offensive coordinator Mike Holmgren to 
replace Lindy Infante as head coach and acquire Pro 
Bowl quarterback Brett Favre in pro football's most 
acclaimed trade of 1992. He subsequently ‘recruited’ 
perennial Pro Bowl defensive end Reggie White, the 
game's most sought-after unrestricted free agent, in 
1993. 

During the productive interim, which saw Favre and 
White provide the foundation for success, the Packers 
advancing to the playoffs for six consecutive years — 
the first such accomplishment in franchise history — 
climaxing their 1996 achievements by reaching and win- 
ning the Super Bowl for the first time in 29 years and fol- 
lowing that singular achievement by returning to the 
Super Bowl in January of 1998. 

Holmgren had responded to his original 
challenge by directing the Packers 
to a 9-7 record — a five-victo- 
ry improvement over '91 
— in his first sea- 
son, one in which

Favre established himself as the Packers’ field gen- 
eral, and to two more 9-and-7 marks in both 1993 
and 1994, thus bringing Green Bay three consecutive 
inning seasons for the first time since 1965-66-67 and 
the Lombardi Era. He next led the Green and Gold to an 
1-5 record in 1995 and their first NFC Central Division 
title since 1972, surpassed that considerable achieve- 
ment by escorting them to a record-tying, 13-3 regular- 
season record in 1996 and the team's first Super Bowl 
‘title since 1967, then escorted his defending champions 
to another 13-3 season en route to a third straight divi- 
sion title in 1997 and a return trip to the Super Bowl. 
Holmgren closed out his seven-year tenure in Green Bay 
by leading the Packers to a sixth straight playoff berth in 
1998 before resigning to head up the football operations 
of the Seattle Seahawks. 
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Ithough the hiring of Wolf subsequently was to 

become the centerpiece in a series of key moves 

Harlan has effected over the past decade, he lost 

little time initiating his first major project once 
he was elected, during the organization's annual share- 
holders’ meeting June 5, 1989. Just ten weeks later, in 
late August of 1989, he announced plans to construct 
1,920 club seats — a historic first in Lambeau Field — 
and 36 new private boxes, an $8,263,000 expansion. It 
was completed in time for the start of 1990 preseason 
play. 

A firm believer in the importance of ongoing, person- 
to-person dialogue with the team’s fans, Harlan also 
scheduled and staged the first "Breakfast with the 
Packers" functions in club history, gatherings for fans 
selected at random by computer, at which he invited 
questions and feedback from them about the Packers 
organization. 

Committed to making the fans’ day at the stadium as 
enjoyable as possible, he in 1990 also directed the for- 
mation of a comprehensive program designed to 
encourage responsible drinking by fans in Lambeau 
Field, and in 1993 implemented a no-smoking policy in

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the stadium seating areas at all home games. Results in 
the first 13 years of the responsible drinking program's 
existence indicate it has been a success, with arrests for 
misconduct down appreciably from previous years. 

While still executive vice president of administration, 
in early 1989, Harlan was the catalyst in the implemen- 
tation and development of a long-term marketing pro- 
gram, launched with the hiring of a director of marketing 
and the opening of an official outlet store in the Packers’ 
administration building. It has become a significant rev- 
enue stream for the organization in the intervening 14 
years — on the heels of the team's continuing on-field 
success, making dramatic strides in its new, substan- 
tially expanded quarters in the Lambeau Field Atrium. 

In 1994, Harlan authorized and directed the con- 
struction of The Don Hutson Center — the finest such 
indoor practice structure in professional football — 
which was completed in time for use during the ‘94 sea- 
son. 

Also in 1994, he presided over a momentous move 
— the decision to leave Milwaukee and play all home 
games in Green Bay, a potentially sensitive issue since 
the Packers had had a 62-year presence in the state’s 
largest city since 1933. But as a condition of the trans- 
fer, necessitated by addressing an annual $2.5 million 
disparity in income which resulted from playing games 
in County Stadium, Harlan made sure Milwaukee's fans 
were not forgotten, offering them a three-game ticket 
package in Lambeau Field. 

The latter expressed their appreciation in highly pos- 
itive terms, 96 percent of Milwaukee's 48,000 season 
ticket holders subsequently availing themselves of the 
opportunity. 

Seven years ago, he facilitated two other major addi- 
tions to the Packer complex — 90 new private boxes 
spanning the north end zone of Lambeau Field and the 
construction of an auxiliary press box to enhance the 
stadium’s accommodations for the media. 

In 1997, convinced that the organization was in need 
of additional capital reserves to be competitive well into 
the 2ist century — via improvements to Lambeau Field

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and the team's training facilities — he launched the 
team’s first stock sale since 1950. More than 100,000 
shares, at $200 per share, were sold during the offering, 
initiated in mid-November and concluded on March 16, 
1998, 

As an impressive result of that development, Harlan 
Was to subsequently schedule and preside over — in 
July of 1998 — one of the largest shareholders’ meet- 
ings in the history of the nation's corporate business, a 
conclave held, appropriately enough, in Green Bay's hal- 
lowed Lambeau Field and attended by more than 18,000 
shareholders and guests, 

It was a concrete representation of a commitment he 
had made in 1989 when, at the time of his election, the 
Packers’ CEO had addressed what he termed the two key 
“bottom lines...Obviously, one is winning football 
games, and the other is keeping the organization finan- 
cially solvent and strong so it can always remain in 
Green Bay and compete with the other clubs in this 
league." 


Becoming president of the Green Bay Packers, he | 


also revealed on that historic day, had exceeded his 
fondest dreams. 

“In 1960, when | had just graduated from Marquette 
University and was working as sports information direc- 
tor at Marquette, just getting started in public relations, 
| attended a Packer game at Milwaukee County Stadium,” 
he told members of the media following his election. "| 
made a comment to my wife then that! hope | can grow 
in the public relations field and become competent 
enough that some day | can become the public relations 
director for the Green Bay Packers. When the opportuni- 
ty came along 11 years later to join this fine organiza- 
tion, | jumped at it,..To be associated with the NFL and 
the Packers, | have been highly honored...That honor 
has reached a new and incredible level." 


he ninth president in the team’s 84-year exis- 

tence, Harlan is the team’s first CEO to come up 

through the ranks. All previous presidents of the 

NFL's only publicly-owned franchise had come 
from the business and professional areas of the com- 
munity as members of the board of directors. 

The affable lowan, who has been involved in every 
area of the club's operations over the course of his 
three-plus decades in Green Bay, joined the organization 
as assistant general manager on June 1, 1971, after 
serving as director of public relations for the St. Louis 
baseball Cardinals. He later was named corporate gener- 
al manager in 1975, corporate assistant to the president 
in 1981 and executive vice president of administration 
on February 16, 1988. 

In the latter role, he had been responsible for team 
travel, negotiating radio and preseason television con- 
tracts, front office personnel, ticket office operations, 
purchasing, the leasing of Lambeau Field's private 
boxes, insurance, game-day entertainment and the 
scheduling of preseason games. 

Prior to 1985, he also had negotiated all player con- 
tracts for 14 years, 

A rare CEO who answers his own telephone, Harlan 
already is the third-longest tenured chief executive offi- 
cer in Packers history. Only Dominic Olejniczak, who 
served 24 years (1958-82), and Lee H. Joannes, 17 
years (1930-47), have headed the corporation longer. 
With the retirement of long-time video director Al Trem! 
in 2001, Harlan also now enjoys the longest continuous 
employment of anyone in the Packers organization. 

Having earned a 8.S. degree in journalism from 
Marquette in 1958, Harlan had a brief tour of duty in the 
U.S. Army before spending six months as a general 
reporter for United Press International in Milwaukee. He 
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subsequently became sports information director at 
Marquette in 1959, serving six years in that capacity, 
after which he joined the St. Louis baseball Cardinals 

in 1965, serving as director of community relations and 
the speakers’ bureau for two years and as director of 
public relations for three-and-a-half years before coming 
to the Packers. 


orn Robert Ernest Harlan in Des Moines, lowa, 

on September 9, 1936, he Is active in the inner 

councils of the National Football League as well 

as the greater Green Bay community, He is a 
member of the NFL's Management Council Executive 
Committee, which deals with employment matters with 
the NFL Players Association and serves as a trustee for 
the NFL Trust, which approves annual distribution to the 
Clubs of Trust income received from NFL Properties and 
the amount of contribution to charities from such 
income. 

In the Green Bay Community, he is a member of the 
executive board of the 65 Roses Sports Club, which was 
created to generate awareness of cystic fibrosis and to 
raise money for research to find a cure for the dreaded 
disease. 

The recipient of multiple honors, both on a local and 
state basis, he was honored in 1993 by the Green Bay 
Rotary Club with its ‘Free Enterprise Award’ for his 
numerous contributions to the community, both individ- 
ually and on behalf of the Packer Corporation, In 1996, 
he was presented with the Green Bay Visitor and 
Convention Bureau's annual ‘Tourism Recognition 
Award’ for “outstanding contributions to the Green Bay 
area tourism industry,” as well as being saluted as 
Northeastern Wisconsin's ‘Executive of the Year’ by 
Marketplace magazine. 

In 1997, he was thrice honored by his alma mater, 
Marquette University. He was presented with the 1997 
Marquette University ‘Alumni Community Service 
Award’ during the alumni association's National Awards 
Week (April 25-27), presented with an honorary doctor 
of laws degree at the institution's commencement exer- 
Cises May 18 and, on June 3, saluted as ‘Master of the

{ | In that productive three-year span, he has proceeded 
to entrench himself in what has become a substantially 
expanded role (he added executive vice 
president and general manager to his 
résumé in 2001 after one season as 
head coach), escorting Green Bay to three consecutive 
winning seasons and, in 2002, to its first division cham- 
pionship since 1997 en route to a second consecutive 
playoff appearance, earning Staples ‘Coach of the Year’ 
honors for the ‘02 season in the process. 

His consistently superior leadership and rock-solid, 
even-handed performance as head coach subsequently 
prompted club President Bob Harlan to confer the addi- 
tional responsibilities upon him following Ron Wolf's 
surprise retirement in February of 2001. And, literally 
without missing a step, Sherman shouldered those 
duties with typically total commitment and has led the 
Packers to back-to-back, 12-4 records in 2001 and 2002 
| — the former a single-season mark exceeded by only 
| four teams in the organization's 82-year NFL history and 
the latter only the second such parlay in team annals. 

In the overall process, the 48-year-old Northborough, 
Mass., native also has proceeded to rival the regular- 
season accomplishments of the fabled Vince Lombardi 
over a comparable span, compiling a 33-15-0 mark in 
his first three seasons (16-game campaigns) compared 
to Lombardi’s 26-12 record over the same span (two 12- 
game seasons and one 14-game campaign) while he

Harlan, openly impressed with Sherman's perform- 
ance in his dual capacities, says of him, “I think Mike has 
adapted very well to handling both jobs. He surrounds 
himself with good people and he's not afraid to let other 
people express their opinions. He knows they've been 
out looking at talent and he gives them their full say. 

“| also think he has great courage. He's not afraid to 
make moves — what he feels is best for the football 
team. | think he does a lot of homework before he does 
anything. Overall, | think it's the time he spends on 
everything. I’m also impressed with how much he digs 
into the draft.” 

Equally important in Harlan's eyes is Sherman's deep 
and prideful commitment to the Packers’ storied history 
and tradition. 

“He feels it's an honor to be a Packer,” the Packers’ 
CEO observed, “and he tells the players that.” 

Sherman had initially manifested his admiration for 
the organization and the team's legendary history during 
his first tour of duty with the Packers as tight ends coach 
(1997-98), Harlan noted. 
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“| didn’t really know him when he was here earlier as 
an assistant coach,” he said, “but | remember when he 
left here (to accompany Holmgren to Seattle), his com- 
ing into my office to express his appreciation for the 
opportunity to coach here. But he went even further. He 
said, ‘My only regret is | didn't have a chance to coach 
here longer because this is such a special place.’ I've 
never forgotten that.” 


NEW RESPONSIBILITIES 

Openly convinced that Sherman is the ideal choice to 
direct the team's football operations, on and off the field, 
Harlan says with obvious satisfaction, “Mike Sherman is 
family, he’s religion and he’s Packers. Maybe more so 
than any other franchise in this league, these things are 
important here... That's a great quality he has. 

“To me, Mike Sherman is Green Bay.” 

Formally named to his broad and dual responsibilities 
by the Packers’ CEO on February 1, 2001, Sherman thus 
became the first Packers coach to wear both hats since 
Bart Starr served as head coach and general manager in 
1980 — and only the third Green Bay coach to also 
serve as team vice president. 

Harlan, observing at the time that he would not have 
offered both jobs “to everybody,” explained, “This hap- 
pens to be the individual who's here now. The timing is 
perfect. Mike brings the strength to the job that many 
others would not have had.

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Sherman, in taking over the general manager's 
role, was quick to acknowledge in turn, “I don't 
assume to be Ron's equal in personnel matters. He's 
the best, probably the best ever. But | do have a very 
high capacity to learn, and | will learn. 

“lam, however, Ron's equal in regard to my passion 
for the Packers, my commitment to getting a champi- 
onship team in Green Bay, and my intense desire to go 
to the Super Bowl and bring the Lombardi Trophy back 
here to Green Bay.” 

Subsequently, in commenting on how he planned to 
balance the two roles, Sherman said, “(You can) if you 
surround yourself with good people...and | think | have 
a knack for picking good people to surround myself 
with, | feel confident in that...And | feel very confident in 
my Capacity to learn at a very fast pace." 

In the process of surrounding himself with top peo- 
ple, Sherman has earned high marks for the Packers’ 
personnel department, Pro Football Weekly in its 
January 18, 2003, issue naming his staff as No. 1 in the 
league, ahead of such respected staffs of New England, 
Denver and Miami. 

Although new to the general manager's perspective, 
Sherman brought to his Packers role a basic under- 
standing of the position's demands — and related need 
for superior time management — because of the year 
(1999) he spent in Seattle under Holmgren, who had 
become executive vice president, general manager and 
head coach of the Seahawks and taken Sherman with 
him as offensive coordinator. 

Wolf, for one, expressed total confidence from the 
outset that Sherman would be equal to his multiple 
responsibilities. ..whatever they might entail. 

“He can handle it,” the Packers’ retired general man- 
ager asserted then with characteristic certainty. “He has

Wolf also cited Sherman's “work ethic and his pas- 
sion — and coupled with that he’s an extremely bright 
person. Everything he does is well thought out. He’s all 
about football. | think guys like that — | think people like 
discipline. | think people want to be disciplined. He's a 
taskmaster who is also an extremely hard worker.” 

Historically, Sherman is the third man in Packers 
annals to hold the title of vice president, general manag- 
er and head coach. His predecessors include team 
founder Curly Lambeau (1940-49) and Gene Ronzani 
(1950-53). Four others — Vince Lombardi (1959-67), 
Phil Bengtson (1969-70), Dan Devine (1971-74) and 
Bart Starr (1975-80) — have held the title of general 
manager and head coach. 


ASCENT TO THE TOP 
From the overall perspective, in relative terms and 
brevity of time frame, Sherman's rise in the Packers’ 
organization has been little short of meteoric. He arrived 
in Green Bay just six years ago, fresh from a two-year 


Best since 1993 


1n 1993, the NFL adopted its current collective bargaining agreement, That CBA has given pro football more labor peace and pros- 
perity than any major league sport. The compromise gave the owners a salary cap, and the players unrestricted free agency. But that 
agreement has also created parity, challenging front offices and coaches more than any era in history. 

From 1993 through the end of the ‘02 regular season, NFL teams have made 74 coaching moves. And since the dawn of the salary 
cap and unrestricted free agency, Mike Sherman's .688 winning percentage represents the league's most successful tenure. Among 
those tenures that began 1993 or later, only 24 have posted at least a .500 record over more than one season:

A year later, he accompanied Holmgren to Seattle as 
his offensive coordinator and, shortly after that 1999 
season, was invited to Green Bay for an interview with 
Wolf, then seeking a successor to Ray Rhodes. 
Subsequently disclosing that Sherman “blew my socks 
off" in their meeting, Wolf called him the following day 
to offer him the position and, 48 hours later, formally 
named him the 13th head coach in Green Bay's distin- 
guished history (January 18, 2000).

Justifying Wolf's confidence, Sherman proceeded to 
put his personal stamp upon the team and the organiza- 
tion, the Packers winning more games against teams 
with winning records (six) than any other team in the

Tennessee Titans and New York Giants, AFC Central 
and NFC East champions as well as the No. 1 seeds 
in their respective conferences for the playoffs; 

> Posted a 5-2 record against playoff teams; 

> Won their last five games in Lambeau Field, reclaim- 
ing the home-field advantage they enjoyed for most 
of the ‘90s; and 

> Shared the best record within the division with 
Minnesota, on the heels of a sweep of the NFC 
Central at the end, at 5-3. 


In the process, at 9-7 Sherman became only the 
fourth head coach in team history to post a winning 
record in his first season on the job, joining heavy- 
weights Lambeau, Lombardi and Holmgren.

Having solidly established his program, Sherman 
then proceeded to effect a three-victory improvement 
upon that performance in 2001, his second season, 
leading the Packers to as many as 12 victories for only 
the fifth time in the team’s NFL history. 

Along the way, the Green and Gold punctuated their 
imposing won-lost record with some singular accom- 
plishments:

How hard is turning around a team? 


Well, consider that the aggregate winning percentage of all 74 tenures that began 1993 or later is just .484 (1,754 wins; 


1,867 losses; five ties). 


Also consider, obviously most clubs change coaches to turn around their teams. Of those 74 moves, 54 Were to either 
launch expansion squads, or revive teams that finished .500 or below the previous year (sevan took over in-season and 13 took 
over Winning teams). The Packers were a disappointing 8-8 in 1999, before Sherman's arrival. 

And of those 54 coaches who didn't inherit a winning team, only 39 tenures have reached a third season. In that group, only 
Sherman has shown the consistency to post winning seasons over the first three years with his team. 

Three tenures in that 39-member group — Wade Phillips (Buffalo), Bill Parcells (N.Y. Jets) and Mike Shanahan (Denver) 


— strung together one .500 season and two winning campaigns. 


> The offensive line, on the other side of the equation, 
permitted only 22 sacks over the 16-game season, 
the fewest a Green Bay team has allowed since 1974, 
when NFL teams played a 14-game schedule; and 

> The team’s plus-30 sack ratio, between those made 
and those allowed, was Green Bay’s largest ever. 


In building on those imposing achievements with | 


another 12-4 record in 2002, Sherman may well have 


done his finest coaching job to date, demonstrating the — 


ability to extract optimum performance from his players 
despite myriad injury problems, developments which 
forced starters from the lineups 71 times over the sea- 
son — offensive tackles Tauscher and Chad Clifton for 
15 and seven games, respectively; defensive linemen 
Joe Johnson (12) Vonnie Holliday (six) and Gilbert 
Brown (four) for a total of 22 games; and safety Antuan 
Edwards for four games, among others. 

Despite these substantial handicaps, Sherman deftly 
guided the Packers to the NFC North Division champi- 
onship with record dispatch, executing the earliest 
Clinching of a division title in team history (with four 
games to play) since the advent of the NFL's 16-game 
regular-season schedule in 1978. The Packers’ earliest 
previous clinching(s) had come in the Super Bow! years 
of 1996 and 1997, when they sealed back-to-back title 
acquisitions with two games remaining to play in each 
case. (The Green and Gold earlier had clinched with 
three games to play in the 14-game, 1967 season). 


In additionally sharing the league's best regular-sea- | 


son record with the Super Bowl champion Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers and the NFC East champion Philadelphia 
Eagles while gaining the playoffs for the second year in 
a row, the Packers also 

> Led the NFL in takeaways (45); and 

> Led the league in passing touchdowns (29) 


The injury factor, however, ultimately and inexorably 
took its toll, the Green and Gold falling to the Atlanta 
Falcons and the remarkably talented Michael Vick in the 
opening game of the league's Wild Card playoffs, 27-7, 
thus ending their perfect (13-0) home field record in the 
postseason (11-0 in Lambeau Field).

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lege and professional — over his varied career. He was 
associated in tutoring eight bowl teams during 16 sea- 
sons in the college ranks prior to being named to the 
Green Bay staff in 1997 by Holmgren. He brought with 
him, among other assets, an intimate knowledge of the 
‘West Coast’ offense in which Favre has flourished over 
the past 11 years, becoming the National Football 
League's first three-time ‘Most Valuable Player’ in the 
process. 

Beyond that, however, he came to his responsibilities 
with a highly developed agenda for returning the Packers 
to NFL heights following a one-year absence in 1999, 
when the Green and Gold fell short of the playoffs for the 
first time in seven years with an 8-8 record. 

“l feel very confident in what | want to get done here,” 
Sherman let it be known from the outset. “Right from 
the beginning, | wanted to be organized, structured and 
disciplined, both with the players and coaches. | want to 
generate a genuine concern with the team for each other, 
| think that it is important that the chemistry factor on 
our team is where it should be in order for us to have 
success, 

“Whatever it is, we're going to have a plan. And | 
think with detailed organization, well thought out plans, 
and a commitment to discipline, that you can create an 
aura of confidence in players and coaches — and | think 
confidence is a necessary component of what it takes to 
be successful.” 

Though impeccably organized and the possessor of a 
well-defined strategy, Sherman early on demonstrated 
he will not be what he described as “a textbook coach," 
having surprised his players in the midst of the team’s 
fourth and final mini-camp in 2000 by canceling prac- 
tice, without notice, and busing his team to the bowling 
alley for an outing. 

“I'm not hesitant to try things that are different,” he 
later said in addressing that surprise development. “If 
something needs to be done that | think can help our 
football team at that time, | will do it. | realize you open 
yourself up to criticism sometimes, but my job is to 
address the needs of this team as | see them.” 

Good as his word, Sherman proceeded to further 
document his “different” approach during the team’s 
third and final mini-camp of the 2001 offseason, calling 
an audible on the fifth day of the camp, one which saw 
him cancel the morning's practice and bus the players 
out into the wooded countryside for a paintball shoot 
which pitted the offense against the defense in three dif- 
ferent games of ‘Capturing Championship Flags.’

He continued his “change-of-pace” agenda in 2002, 
ferrying his players and coaches out to an area country 
Club for an 18-hole round of golf to wrap up the first 
week of the team's final mini-camp in early June, then 
returned to his original idea this year when he surprised 
his athletes by busing them to a local bowling establish- 
ment — augmenting the surprise factor by moving up 
the event to mid-week instead of waiting until the final 
practice day of the mini-camp’s opening week. 

Like Holmgren before him, Sherman had taken on his 
current coaching challenge without benefit of previous 
head-coaching experience at any level — but with quiet 
confidence. He made that explicitly clear the day he was 
hired to succeed Rhodes, posing and answering the key 
question himself. 

“Is Mike Sherman, with limited NFL experience and no 
head coaching experience, ready to be the head football 
coach for one of the cornerstone franchises in the NFL,” 
he rhetorically queried during his initial press conference. 
“My answer to that emphatically is, yes, | am...I’ve been 
doing this for 21 years. Twenty-one years ago, | was an 
English teacher and an assistant coach in Stamford, 
Conn. At that time, | was preparing for this day.”

He then spent five years as offensive line coach at 
Texas A&M (1989-93) before moving to UCLA in the 
same role for one year. He returned to A&M as offensive 
line coach in 1995 and was named offensive coordinator 
for the Aggies following the 1996 season. 

Before he could take over the latter assignment, how- 
ever, Holmgren lured him to Green Bay to become the 
Packers’ tight ends/assistant offensive line coach and 
his days as a college football coach were behind him. 


A SPECIAL PLACE 

As might be expected, in light of his long-time love 
affair with the Packers, Sherman said of himself, “The 
tradition is a big part of it for me. Coaching is exciting 
anywhere, but being here with all the history, tradition, 
all the following of the fans and all the expectations, it 
makes it a very special place.” 

In further testament to his respect for the storied tra- 
dition of the franchise, and more specifically to its ven- 
erable stadium, Sherman paid close attention to design 
of the club's new facilities in the redeveloped Lambeau 
Field, ensuring the proper aura would emanate from its 
walls. In a element to that end, he asked that a door and 
its frame from Lombardi’s former office be relocated to 
serve as the primary entryway to his new office and that 
a section of the concrete floor from the north tunnel that 
teams previously used to take the field be preserved and 
incorporated in the team’s new entryway, a tunnel in the 
southeast corner of the stadium. Both components are 
to serve as a connection to the people and past teams 
that have made the franchise such a historic one. 

Sherman, who has a deep admiration for Lombardi 
and is known to have read books on discipline and suc- 
cess as a youth, also credits Holmgren with having had 
a major influence on his development as a coach and a 
person. 

“Mike Holmgren has taught me as much about life 
and dealing with people as he has about football,” the 
Packers’ field leader said. “My association with him is 
huge.” 

Sherman likewise feels indebted to Wolf for having 
selected him as the successor to Rhodes, as well as for 
the day-to-day experience of working with one of Wolf's 
Stature in the professional football world.

In guiding the Packers’ financial plan for the future, 
Jones’ and the team’s efforts paid initial dividends as the 
club realized a dramatic impact of a redeveloped 
Lambeau Field and its added revenue streams in 2002. 
On the strength of a record year for profits, the Packers 
moved to a 10th-place revenue ranking among NFL 
teams during the 2002-03 fiscal year, their highest finish 
since the Super Bowl year of 1997, when they finished 
ninth. The performance is the beginning step toward 
delivering on the team's promise to the community and 
its fans — turning profitability into the preservation of 
the franchise and the stadium.

In the process, Jones was a member of the league's 
negotiating team which secured a global settlement of 
player lawsuits against the NFL in January of 1993 and 
therefrom subsequently forged the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement and created the salary cap system. 

As a key member of the Packers’ front office, the 51- 
year-old Jones is responsible for supervision of the 
salary cap, including compliance with the 1993 CBA, and 
contract management — as well as management of the 
organization's administrative staff and business opera- 
tions, including the Lambeau Field Atrium, finance, sta- 
dium operations, ticketing, public relations, marketing, 
community relations and retail. 

Earlier, while with the NFL, one of the architects of the 
salary cap computer software, Jones trained executives 
from every club in the league in using the new technol- 
ogy to manage the cap. More recently, he spearheaded 
the Management Council’s development of an intranet 
site on the World Wide Web, providing a broad range of 
salary cap and club management information to club 
executives, and with it a new electronic contract report- 
ing system now used to report player signings by e-mail.

John Dorsey, now in his 
13th year in the NFL's player 
personnel world, this sea- 
son enjoys year four as the 
Packers’ director of college 
scouting — his third tenure 
in Green Bay. 

An effective player for the 
Packers during the 1980s, 
Dorsey oversees the college side of Green Bay's scout- 
ing operations, and also is actively involved in the area 
of pro personnel. 

Packers General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman, in one of the key early moves of his adminis- 
tration, signed the highly-respected Dorsey to a contract 
extension through the 2004 season on May 9, 2001. 

Brought back to the team as director of college scout- 
ing on May 8, 2000, by then-Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Ron Wolf, Dorsey earlier had 
been a key component in Green Bay’s personnel opera- 
tions for eight highly-successful years. First hired as a 
college scout in May of 1991 with a focus on lineback- 
ers, he was retained by Wolf the following year and, ulti- 
mately, was promoted to head up the Packers’ college 
scouting department February 27, 1997, succeeding 
John Math, who retired. 

Hired as director of player personnel for the Seattle 
Seahawks on January 26, 1999, as he followed former 
Packers coach Mike Holmgren to the West Coast, 
Dorsey resigned that position just over a year later, leav- 
ing shortly after the 2000 NFL Draft. 

The 43-year-old Dorsey earlier had scouted the mid- 
lands and southwest territories for Green Bay before 
focusing on the all-important southeast region in the 
final years of his second Packers tenure. 

Selected by Green Bay in the fourth round of the 1984 
draft, beginning his initial Packers employment, Dorsey 
played five seasons for the team (1984-88) at linebacker 
and on special teams before spending a final year on 
injured reserve in 1989. He totaled 130 tackles as a pro, 
in addition to 2 fumble recoveries and 1 pass defensed. 
Dorsey led Green Bay's special teams in solo tackles in 
three of his first four seasons, a level of play which 
helped earn him selection as the Packers’ special teams 


Streak speak 


LONGEST SINCE ‘63: After a loss at New Orleans last Sept. 15, 
the Packers answered with seven consecutive victories. It 
marked the team’s longest streak within a season since 1963, 
when the Packers dropped their opener, then won eight straight. 
The team won nine straight regular-season games from Nov. 23, 
1997, to Sept. 27, 1998. And, excluding playoffs, the team’s 
longest overall winning streak is 11 (twice; 1928-29, 1961-62), 


RARE LOSING STREAK: In late November last year — Nov. 17 at 
Minnesota and Nov. 24 at Tampa Bay — the Packers lost con- 
secutive games for the first time in more than two years. The 
stretch, which began following a pair of losses Oct. 1-8, 2000 
(vs, Chicago, at Detroit, respectively), was in its 38th week prior 
to the loss at Tampa Bay. It was the NFL's second-longest active 
streak, behind Philadelphia, which hasn't dropped consecutive 
games since Sept. 10-17, 2000 (the 9/17/00 contest was Mike 
Sherman's first career victory) 


GAMES-PLAYED STREAKS: Injuries in 2002 ended two of the 
team’s three longest active games-played streaks, and posed a 
5 serious threat to the NFL's most prominent streak — the one held 
by Brett Favre. A knee injury ended William Henderson's run at 
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captain. Possessor of a streak of 76 consecutive non- 
strike games played, Dorsey saw that string end when 
he suffered a freak knee injury in pre-game warmups of 
the team’s ‘89 season opener.

He also plays an integral role in judging the 
Packers’ current players as well as providing evaluations 
of potential free agents. McKenzie also contributes to the 
scouting of college players in assisting GM/Head Coach 
Mike Sherman prepare for the annual draft.

Now in their 85th season of professional football (their 83rd in the National Football League), the Green Bay 
Packers are a team and an organization unique in both structure and accomplishment. They represent — from an 
organizational standpoint — the only publicly-owned franchise in the 32-team NFL. On the field, they have won more 
championships — 12 — than any other team in the league's history. 

Green Bay Packers, Inc., was founded as a non-profit corporation in 1922 under the leadership of A.B. Turnbull, 
then publisher of the Green Bay Press-Gazette, who became the organization's first president. There are 4,748,910 
shares of stock owned by 111,507 stockholders. The corporation is governed by a seven-member Executive 
Committee, elected from a board of directors. The committee directs corporate management, approves major capital 
expenditures, establishes broad policy and monitors management's performance in conducting the business and 
affairs of the corportation.

Slowik’s efforts with the defensive secondary, along 
with the work of assistant defensive backs coach Lionel 
Washington, in 2002 helped the passing defense to a 
third-place ranking in the NFL, its highest standing since 
leading the league in 1996. Along the way, Green Bay's 
defenders intercepted 24 passes, the third-best total in 
the NFL, and ranked fifth-best on third-down defense, 
holding opponents to just 4 33.9-percent conversion 
mark. Overall, the Packers’ made a league-leading 45 
takeaways, six more than any other NFL team and Green 
Bay's most in 21 years, since 1981 (54), 

His successful work in 2001 manifested itself as the 
secondary contributed to a defense that allowed only 
237 points, the fifth-lowest total in the league. Protecting 
the airways, the Packers’ defense permitted just 10.3 
yards per pass play, the second-lowest total in the NFL 
and best in the NFC. 

A year earlier, Slowik successfully led his charges 
through the implementation of coordinator Ed Donatell’s 
new defense, the secondary contributing to the unit's 21 
interceptions. the third-highest total in the NFC. 

On an individual level, safety Darren Sharper posted 
a breakthrough year under the tutelage of Slowik in 
2000, making a career-best nine interceptions to lead the 
NFL— the first Green Bay player to do so in 38 years — 
while earning consensus All-Pro honors and a trip to the 
Pro Bowl. He has maintained the high level of play, 
returning to the Pro Bowl in 2002, earning several All- 
Pro accolades the past two seasons and ranking as the 
NFL's leading interceptor over the past four seasons with 
25 picks. 

Originally named defensive backs coach on February 
10, 2000, by Sherman, Slowik joined the Packers after 
serving as defensive coordinator for the Cleveland 
Browns in 1999. 

Familiar with the NFC’s Central Division, Slowik pre- 
viously was defensive coordinator for the Chicago Bears 
for six years (1993-98) before moving to the Browns, 
Under Slowik's direction, the Bears finished in the top 
half of the NFL in total defense in five of his six seasons. 
In addition to duties as defensive coordinator, Slowik 
coached the secondary during his first three years in 
Chicago and headed up the linebackers his final three 

seasons, 

Slowik joined the Bears after spending the 
1992 season with the Dallas Cowboys 
as a defensive assistant, a cam-

Over the past two seasons 
the Packers have done just that, leading the NFL with 84 
takeaways (44 interceptions, 40 fumble recoveries), 
seven better than Tampa Bay's 77 (59 INT, 18 FR). 
Additionally, Green Bay's 95 quarterback sacks over the 
past two years ranks third in the NFL and is the highest 
two-year total in franchise history. 

The 2002 season witnessed Donatell's defenders play 
a featured role in a league-leading 45 takeaways. The 
total was six more than any other NFL team and the 
Packers’ most in 21 years, since 1981 (54). Overall, the 
Packers’ defense ranked 12th in the NFL, including a 
passing defense that ranked third in the league, its high- 
est standing since leading the league in 1996. Along the 
way, Green Bay's defenders intercepted 24 passes, the 
third-best total in the NFL and ranked fifth-best on third- 
down defense, holding opponents to just a 33.9-percent 
conversion mark. In the red zone, the Packers forced 
nine takeaways, the league's best mark. 

The past season's success came on the heels of a 
productive outing in 2001, the Packers ranking second 
in the league in creating takeaways with 39, including a 
league-high (tied) 19 fumble recoveries, and finishing 
fifth overall in scoring defense, Green Bay's. defenders 
surrendering just 237 points over the course of the sea- 
son. Always attacking and creating pressure, Donatell's 
corps also surpassed the team sack record in 2001, 
posting 52 quarterback takedowns to finish third in the 
league and break the club mark of 50 set in 1998. With 
strong pressure on the quarterback, the Packers’ 
defense allowed only 10.3 yards per pass play, the sec- 
ond-lowest mark in the NFL and tops in the NFC. Overall, 
Green Bay allowed an average of 4.7 yards per play, the 
sixth-best total in the league. 

In 2000, Donatell successfully implemented a new 
style of play in his inaugural season as coordinator. The 
Packers were strong against the run, ranking eighth in 
the NFL, and gave up just seven rushing TDs, the sec- 
ond-lowest mark in the NFL that season as well as the 
second-fewest yielded by a Green Bay team since 1962. 
Against the pass, Green Bay registered 21 interceptions 
in 2000, tied as the sixth-highest total in the NFL. 

On an individual level, safety Darren Sharper posted 
a breakthrough season in 2000 under Donatell, finishing 
with a career-high and NFL-leading nine interceptions 
while earning All-Pro and Pro Bowl honors in the 
process. He has maintained the high level of play, earn- 
ing several All-Pro accolades the past two seasons and 
ranking as the NFL's leading interceptor over the past 
four seasons with 25 picks. 

Donatell, who was named to his post by Mike 
Sherman on January 26, 2000, is a veteran of two Super 
See = Bow!

Specifically against the pass, Donatell's pupils were 
particularly strong during his tenure, ranking in the top 
10 in four of his five seasons as coach, including an 
eighth-place ranking in 1999, helping propel Denver to a 
seventh-place finish in total defense. 

Denver defensive backs turned in an especially 
strong performance en route to the club's first Super 
Bowl crown in 1997 as the defense finished fifth in the 
league against the pass.

The defensive backfield again played a key role in 
1998 as the Broncos captured their second straight NFL 
championship. Donatell’s troops intercepted seven pass- 
es in three postseason contests to help advance the club 
to the title. 

Earlier success saw the Broncos finish ninth against 
the pass in 1995 and 10th in 1996, contributing to a 
fourth-place league ranking overall. Two of Donatell's 
players, safeties Steve Atwater and Tyrone Braxton, 
earned Pro Bowl recognition during his tenure. 

Prior to his time in Denver, Donatell tutored the 
defensive backs for the New York Jets (1990-94), 

Donatell began his coaching career in 1979 at Kent 
State, spending two seasons as 4 graduate assistant. A 
two-year stint as a graduate assistant at the University of 
Washington (1981-82) followed before he moved on to 
University of the Pacific for three seasons as defensive 
backs coach (1983-85). Tenures at Idaho (1986-88) and 
Cal State-Fullerton (1989) as defensive backs coach pre- 
ceded his move into the professional ranks. 

A collegiate defensive back himself at Glenville

During a successful 2002 
outing, the Packers’ offense 
scored 398 points, produced 
318 first downs and gained 
5,560 yards, all representing the team’s best totals since 
1998. On the ground, the offense pounded out 120.8 
yards per game, the most by Green Bay since 1985, to 
rank fifth in the NFC. Rossley’s unit led the league in 
passing touchdowns with 29 and boasted nine different 
players with a TD reception, the second-highest total in 
the NFL. In the process, Rossley successfully indoctri- 
nated a mostly-new corps of receivers as well as over- 
came a slew of injuries to both the offensive line and run- 
ning backs that caused him to utilize several younger 
players, including two rookie free agents, in key roles. 

On an individual level, quarterback Brett Favre, run- 
ning back Ahman Green and tight end Bubba Franks con- 
tinue to flourish in Rossley's scheme, all earning Pro 
Bowl honors for the second consecutive season last 
year. Favre's quarterback rating over the past two sea- 
sons, 89.7, is his highest two-season mark since the 
1997-98 campaigns. Green's 2,627 rushing yards over 
the 2001-02 seasons is the club's second-best, back-to- 
back season total, behind the 2,781 yards churned out 
by Jim Taylor over the 1961-62 outings. The 16 touch- 
down receptions posted by Franks during the past two 
years is the sixth-highest, two-season production for an 
NFL tight end over the last 20 years. Additionally, wide 
receiver Donald Driver recorded a breakout year in 
Rossley's offense, posting 1,064 receiving yards and 
nine TDs in an effort that earned the 1999 seventh-round 
pick a trip to the Pro Bowl. 

Since arriving in Titletown, Rossley's offense has per- 
formed consistently well, ranking among the NFL's top 
ten in several categories over the past three seasons. 
From 2000-02, the Packers ranked fourth in passing 
touchdowns (82) and in TD-to-INT ratio (1.74), fifth in 
passing first downs (581) and sacks allowed (83), sixth 
in completions (1,023), seventh in overall touchdowns 
(128, tied), points scored (1,141) and net passing 
yards/game (230.7) and ninth in completion percentage 
(60.5). 

In 2001, Rossley directed the offense to the sixth 
overall ranking in the league, an improvement from 15th 
place in 2000, including a passing game that finished 
third. His corps ranked in the top five in three other cat- 
egories, finishing third in touchdowns (43), up from a tie 
for 12th in 2000; third in red zone touchdown percentage 
(57.4), up from 15th; and fifth in points per game (24.4), 
up from 11th. 

Originally named to his post January 26, 2000, the 
57-year-old Rossley has had a long association with suc- 
cess during his coaching career, a dossier that includes 
six seasons as a head coach at the major college level 
and eight seasons as an offensive coordinator. 

Prior to joining the Packers, Rossley coached quar- 
terbacks for the Kansas City Chiefs in 1999. Under his 
direction, Elvis Grbac finished with the AFC’s fifth-best 
passer rating (81.7) and the conference’s second-best, 
third-down rating (89.3). 

The Painesville, Ohio, native earlier had made his first 
foray into the NFL in 1990 as the quarterbacks coach of 
the Atlanta Falcons. Under Rossley's direction, quarter- 
back Chris Miller directed an Atlanta passing offense that 
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ranked fourth in the NFC and sixth in the NFL. 

In 1991, Rossley moved on to become head coach 
at Southern Methodist University, where he had served 
earlier as an assistant coach. His daunting assignment 
was to rebuild a program which had been shut down by 
the NCAA's death penalty. After an initial 1-10 season, 
the Mustangs posted a 5-6 record in 1992, the school’s 
largest one-season turnaround since 1968, earning 
Rossley Southwestern Conference ‘Co-Coach of the 
Year’ honors in the process. In five of his six years as 
coach, the Mustangs averaged over 300 yards of total 
offense per game. 

Later, between his second stint at SMU and his time 
in Kansas City, Rossley enjoyed a two-year stretch with

Larry Beightol is enjoying his 
19th National Football 
League campaign in 2003. 

In the midst of his 36th 
season in coaching overall, 
the Pittsburgh native’s ability 
to cultivate young talent has been especially evident dur- 
ing his tenure in Green Bay, as he has been instrumental 
in the development of the Packers’ fine young offensive 
line — Chad Clifton, Mike Wahle, Mike Flanagan, Marco 
Rivera and Mark Tauscher 

The highly respected Beightol’s teaching skills and 
ability to adapt to adversity paid off in 2002, a season 
that presented many injury-based challenges, including 
the starting of three different right tackles — Tauscher, 
Earl Dotson and undrafted rookie Kevin Barry — and the 
shifting of center Flanagan to left tackle for the injured 
Clifton. The O-line’s performance was solid in spite of 
the injuries, the Packers rushing for 120.8 yards per 
game, the most in 17 years. The ground game ranked as 
the NFL's 12th best, the club’s highest finish since 1997. 
On the pass protection front, the Packers allowed only 
27 sacks, ninth-fewest in the league, including a league- 
low four sacks on first down. 

The line’s output paved the way for another 1,000- 
yard season for Ahman Green, the fourth-consecutive 
campaign Beightol's corps have produced a 1,000-yard 
rusher, and Brett Favre authored another Pro Bowl sea- 
son 

Beightol’s pupils forged an impressive 2001 cam- 
paign, holding the line for an offense that ranked sixth in 
the league overall (up from 15th the year before), includ- 
ing the third-ranked passing attack. The latter statistic 
was attributable, in no small part, to the effective pass 
protection of the Green and Gold's trench men, who, 
along with the rest of the offense, yielded only 22 sacks 
— the third-fewest in the league and the fewest by a 
Packers offense since 1974 when 17 were surrendered. 
Furthermore, the group was responsible for only five 
holding calls all season long, with two players — 
Flanagan and Tauscher — not flagged once. 

Beightol (pronounced BECK-tull), who originally 
joined the Packers in 1999 and subsequently was 
retained by new Head Coach Mike Sherman the follow- 
ing year, came to Green Bay after three successful sea- 
sons with the Miami Dolphins. In 1997, his offensive 
linemen gave up only 22 sacks, the second-lowest yield 
in the NFL. His 1998 squad surrendered only 24 OB

In 1993, his New York Jets offensive line surrendered 
a league-low 21 sacks and did not allow a quarterback 
takedown in a club-record eight of 16 games, an impres- 
sive reduction from its total of 62 sacks in 1989, the year 
before Beightol took over. 

Before breaking into the NFL with Atlanta in 1985, 
Beightol coached 17 years at the collegiate level, prac- 
ticing his trade at William & Mary (1968-71), North 
Carolina State (1972-75), Auburn (1976), Arkansas 
(1977-78 and, later, 1980-82), Louisiana Tech (1979 — 
as head coach) and Missouri (1983-84). 

Beightol, a guard and linebacker himself as a colle- 
gian, played at Catawba College in Salisbury, N.C., from 
1960-63, serving as team captain. A two-time all-con- 
ference and all-region selection, he was inducted into 
Catawba's sports hall of fame in 1993. After earning a 
B.A. degree in physical education from Catawba in 1964, 
Beightol went on to William & Mary and earned a mas- 
ter's degree in education in 1967, beginning his college 
coaching career at the school a year later. 

Earlier, Beightol had enjoyed a highly successful prep 
football career at West Branch High School in 
Morrisdale, Pa., earning induction into the Pennsylvania 
Sports Hall of Fame (Western Division).

n his role last season as offensive assistant with 

particular attention to the quarterbacks, Bevell was 

instrumental in the development of Craig Nall, 

working with the fifth-round pick and cultivating 
his transition to the pro game. Nall proceeded to flourish 
in NFL Europe in 2003, finishing the season as the 
league's top-rated passer while directing the top-rated 
Scottish Claymores’ offense. 

In his eighth season overall in the coaching profes- 
sion, Bevell will continue contributing his talents behind 
the scenes, breaking down the Packers’ offensive game 
video — “self scouting” — and setting up Green Bay's 
vast array of computerized teaching tools, including the 
Pinnacle digital video system. 

The son of a high school football coach, the 33-year- 
old Bevell originally joined the Packers on March 7, 
2000, after four years of developing his coaching skills 
in the collegiate ranks, including two seasons (1998-99) 
at the University of Connecticut as wide receivers coach. 
Under his direction during the 1998 campaign, senior 
wideout Carl Bond registered a school-record 11 touch- 
down receptions and teamed with sophomore receiver 
John Fitzsimmons to each post 1,000-yard seasons — 
the first such tandem in school history. 

Bevell is best known to football fans in Wisconsin as 
the field general who led the Badgers to victory in the 
1994 Rose Bowl, a feat which culminated the storybook 
1993 regular season which saw Wisconsin finish 10-1~1 
and claim a share of the Big Ten Conference champi- 
onship — the school's first league title since 1962. The

The possessor of exten- 
sive offensive experience, 
Croom spent his entire 16

offensive side of the ball, serving either as a running 
backs coach or offensive coordinator. 

In 2002, Croom’s backs contributed to a Packers’ 
rushing effort that averaged 120.8 yards per game, the 
most by a Packers team since 1985, to rank fifth in the 
NFC. His work with lead pupil Anman Green continued to 
pay dividends, the five-year veteran earning his second 
consecutive trip to the Pro Bowl on the heels of a third- 
straight 1,000-yard season. Croom’s tutoring of undraft- 
ed rookie Tony Fisher furthered his reputation as a suc- 
cessful teacher, the Notre Dame product capably step- 
ping in when injuries felled Green and Najeh Davenport. 
Fisher finished with 283 yards, the most by a Green Bay 
rookie in 16 years.

A coaching veteran of 28 
seasons, Mark Duffner joins 
the Green Bay Packers staff 
in 2003 as _ linebackers 
coach. Owner of a wealth of 
experience, he served 11 
years as a college head 
coach and two seasons as an 
NFL defensive coordinator. 

Named to the position by GM/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman on January 23, 2003, the talented Duffner suc- 
ceeds Bo Pelini, who resigned to become defensive 
coordinator at the University of Nebraska. 

Duffner comes to the Packers after six seasons 
(1997-2002) with the Cincinnati Bengals, coaching the 
club’s linebackers for four years (1997-2000) before 
being promoted to defensive coordinator in 2001, a 
position he held the past two seasons. During the latter 
tenure, while continuing to coach the linebackers, 
Duffner directed a defense that allowed 315.5 yards per 
game, the club's lowest two-year total since 1987-88. 


ne of Duffner's pupils, linebacker Takeo Spikes, 
ranked 10th in the AFC with 171 tackles and 
tied for the NFL lead with four fumble recover- 
ies in 2002. Duffner’s defense, with the line- 
backers playing a key role, led the NFL by ending five 
goal-to-goal drives via takeaway and its five red-zone 
takeaways were the third-most in the AFC. Also, the 
Bengals held opponents to negative yardage on 65 car- 
ries, tied for second-most in the league, as well as just 
1,305 yards after the catch, first in the conference. 

In 2001, the Bengals delivered their best defensive 
performance in more than a decade, allowing the fewest 
points (309) and posting the best NFL yardage ranking 
(ninth) of any Cincinnati defense since the 1989 season. 
Additionally, the ‘01 Bengals defense allowed the fewest 
yards per game (302) since 1983 and set a franchise, 
single-season record for sacks with 48. 

Prior to joining the Bengals staff, Duffner was head 
coach at the University of Maryland from 1992 through 
1996, compiling a 20-35 record that included an 11-11 
mark over his final two seasons, the school’s best two- 
season record since 1984-85. 

While at Maryland, Duffner acquired the Terps’ first 
national ranking in nine years when his team rose as 
high as No. 17 in 1995. His Maryland teams also set 
more than 100 school offensive records. In the overall 
process, Duffner improved Maryland's player graduation 
rate, with three classes in a row ranking among the 
nation’s best (1994-96). 

Earlier, as head coach at Holy Cross (1986-91), he 
enjoyed the most successful era in the school’s football 
history, posting a remarkable 60-5-1 record that includ-

ed two 11-0 seasons (1987 and 1991) during his six- 
year tenure. Duffner was chosen for five national coach 
of the year honors while at Holy Cross, a period during 
which his 1987 team was ranked No. 1 in the nation in 
Division I-AA by the Associated Press. He also was cho- 
sen ‘New England Coach of the Year’ five times. He ini- 
tially served as defensive coordinator for five seasons at 
the school (1981-85).

No. 1. En route, Green Bay finished with 43 sacks, the 
sixth-best mark in the NFL. Over the last two seasons, 
Franklin's unit has contributed to 95 quarterback take- 
downs, a Packers record for sacks in two consecutive 
campaigns. Also stout against the run in the red zone, 
Green Bay’s D-line helped the defense to allow touch- 
downs on just 63.9 percent of goal-to-goal series, the 
third-lowest rate in the NFC. 

On an individual level, Franklin's efforts have paid div- 
idends with defensive end Kabeer Gbaja-Biamila, who 
continues to develop into one of the league's top young 
pass rushers; his 12 sacks in 2002 marked the second- 
consecutive season (131 in 2001) of double-digit sacks, 
the first such foray since Reggie White's efforts over the 
1997-98 seasons. Franklin's tutoring also impacted 
defensive tackle Cletidus Hunt, the Kentucky State prod- 
uct playing well in his first year as a starter in 2002 after 
three seasons of valuable backup work. 

In helping the Packers’ defense surrender only 237 
points in 2001, the fifth-lowest total in the league, 
Franklin's linemen contributed to a team-record 52 
sacks, good for third in the NFL. The constant pressure 
up front led to the defense allowing just 10.3 yards per 
pass play, the second-lowest figure in the NFL. 

Franklin’s work in 2000 — his first year in Green Bay 
— was similarly successful, the defensive line acclimat- 
ing to a new one-gap scheme and playing a crucial role 
in the Packers’ defensive performance, serving as the 
front line for a unit that surrendered just seven rushing 
TDs — the second-lowest total in the NFL and the sec- 
ond-fewest amount yielded by the Packers since 1962. 

Originally named to his post February 15, 2000, 
Franklin joined the Packers with a résumé containing 
nine years of coaching at the college level and two All- 
America seasons as a player at Fresno State. 

Prior to joining the Packers, the 37-year-old Franklin 
coached the interior defensive line at UCLA for one sea- 
son (1991), which followed eight campaigns of heading 
up the D-line at his alma mater, Fresno State (1991-98).

Jagodzinski in 2003 
embarks upon his fifth sea- 
son in Green Bay as tight 
ends coach, his troops regu- 
lar contributors to the offen- 
sive success of the Packers, 
both on the ground and 
through the air. 

Fourth-year tight end Bubba Franks has continued his 
successful development under Jagodzinski, earning sec- 
ond-consecutive Pro Bowl! honors in 2002, Franks’ 54 
receptions in 2002 marked the first 50-plus catch sea- 
son by a Packers tight end since Mark Chmura nabbed 
54 in 1995 and fell just two shy of Paul Coffman's club- 
record 56 (1979). The 16 TD catches posted by Franks 
during the past two campaigns is the sixth-highest, two- 
season total for an NFL tight end over the last 20 years. 
He also is considered one of the NFL's promising young 
blocking tight ends, an area in which Jagodzinski has 
spent considerable time helping him grow. 

Originally joined the Packers in 1999 and retained by 
Head Coach Mike Sherman the following season, the 38- 
year-old West Allis, Wis., native also coached for 14 
years in the college ranks. 

Jagodzinski (pronounced jay-gah-ZIN-ski) enjoyed a 
successful run at Boston College, his offenses averaging 
over 400 yards per game in both 1997 and 1998. In 
addition, his Eagles offense allowed the fewest sacks in 
the Big East during both seasons of his tenure. 

In 1998, Jagodzinski saw one of his pupils gain All- 
America status as running back Mike Cloud (Patriots) 
earned first-team honors and ranked third in the country 
in rushing; Cloud subsequently was drafted in the sec- 
ond round by Kansas City in 1999. One of his linemen, 
All-Big East center Damien Woody, was a 1999 first- 
round draft pick of the New England Patriots, the 17th 
selection overall. Jagodzinski also coached Seahawks 
quarterback (and former Green Bay backup) Matt 
Hasselbeck during Matt's 1997 senior season at BC.

(1999-2002). He replaces Pat Ruel, who resigned Jan. 
21 to become the offensive line coach for the Buffalo 
Bills. 


nder Philbin’s stewardship, lowa fielded one of 

college football's finest offensive lines in 2002, 

helping the Hawkeyes finish second in the Big 

Ten Conference in rushing at 214.2 yards per 
game. In the process, three of Philbin’s pupils — guard 
Eric Steinbach, tackle Robert Gallery and center Bruce 
Nelson — earned three of the five first-team All-Big Ten 
linemen spots. In addition, Steinbach earned consensus 
All-America honors. Philbin’s two other starters gar- 
nered postseason honors as well, tackle David Porter 
earning second-team All-Big Ten accolades and guard 
Andy Lightfoot earning first-team academic All-America 
honors. Steinbach (2nd round, Cincinnati), Nelson (2nd 
round, Carolina) and another Philbin charge, guard Ben 
Sobieski (5th round, Buffalo) were selected in this year's 
NFL draft. 

Philbin's 2001 crew helped the Hawkeyes lead the 
league in scoring (32.6 points per game), third-down 
conversion percentage (48.7) and red zone offense, 
scoring on 47 of 52 possessions (90.4 percent). lowa 
also was second in the conference in passing efficiency 
that season, 

Prior to coaching at lowa, the 42-year-old Philbin 
served as offensive coordinator and offensive line coach 
for two seasons at Harvard (1997-98). Under his direc- 
tion in 1997 the Crimson established 15 offensive 
records, including marks for total offense (4,236 yards) 
and first downs (217).

Rubin, who is widely respected among his coaching 
peers and players alike, was inducted this summer into 
the USA Strength and Conditioning Coaches Hall of 
Fame in recognition of his contributions to the field. 

The Monroe, La., native first became the Packers’ 
strength and conditioning coach in 1999 after serving 
the previous four seasons as the club's strength and 
conditioning assistant. 

Possessor of a 22-year background in his field, 
Rubin oversees the team’s comprehensive strength and 
conditioning program that also includes nutrition and 
weight control. He also assists the team's medical staff 
with the rehabilitation of injured players. 

The 46-year-old Louisianan originally joined the 
Packers organization May 19, 1995, following a third 
tenure as head strength coach at Northeast Louisiana 
University, thus becoming the first full-time strength and 
conditioning assistant in club history. 

Rubin began his career in the strength and condi- 
tioning field in 1981 as a graduate assistant at Northeast 
Louisiana following his graduation from Northwestern 
(La.) State University. In addition to seven years of serv- 
ice at Northeast, in three separate stints, he also spent 
two years as head strength coach at Louisiana State, 
one year aS a personal trainer to then-Pittsburgh 
Steelers quarterback Bubby Brister and four years at a 
health club in Monroe, La. 

Rubin was a tight end and punter as a collegian at 
Northwestern (La.) State from 1978-80, where his team- 
mates included future NFL performers Bobby Hebert, 
Mark Duper, the late Joe Delaney and Gary Reasons. He 
was named to the Jewish All-America football team as a 
senior in 1979, a year in which he set a school record 
with a 75-yard punt. 


Prior to his career at Northwestern State, Rubin 
attended Louisiana State University from 1976-77, play- 
ing running back and punting in ‘76 and then redshirting 
the next year, before transferring to Northwestern (La.)

Now in year 16 of his NFL 
coaching tenure, Ray 
Sherman begins his fourth 
year tutoring Green Bay's 
wide receivers in 2003, look- 
ing to build on the success 
his revamped corps experi- 
enced last season. 

Sherman, who has 29 
total seasons of coaching experience overall, oversaw 
the development of a fresh group of regular contributors 
in 2002, a cast that saw a significant amount of turnover 
from the year before, including two new starters and pri- 
mary backups. His charges contributed to an offense 
that led the NFL with 29 TD receptions. Known for their 
excellent downfield blocking, his receivers supported a 
Green Bay rushing game that averaged 120.8 yards per 
contest, the club's best output since the 1985 season. 

On an individual level, Donald Driver experienced a 
breakout season in 2002 under Sherman's guidance. 
The one-time seventh-round draft pick exploded for 
1,064 yards and 9 touchdowns on 70 receptions, earn- 
ing a trip to the Pro Bowl in the process. Driver became 
the eighth player in club history to crack the 1,000-yard 
barrier, the first to do so who was drafted in the seventh 
round or later. Second-year receiver Robert Ferguson 
and first-round pick Javon Walker each contributed in 
meaningful measure as well. 


herman, who was named to his current post on 

February 4, 2000, had previous tenures on the 

offensive staffs of six NFL teams, coaching wide 

receivers, running backs and quarterbacks, in 
addition to serving as offensive coordinator for three 
Clubs. In 15 NFL seasons, he has been involved in 
offenses that finished in the top 10 nine times in both 
points and total yardage. 

Familiar with the NFC’s North Division, Sherman 
spent three recent seasons on the staff of the Minnesota 
Vikings, serving as the club's quarterbacks coach from 
1995-97 and as offensive coordinator in 1999. 

Under Sherman's direction, the Vikings’ offense 
ranked third in the league in 1999, including the No. 5 
passing attack. Four Minnesota offensive starters were 
selected to the Pro Bowl, including wide receivers Cris 
Carter and Randy Moss, performers at the position 
Sherman tutors with the Packers. 

Sherman discovered similar success during his first 
tenure with the Vikings, when quarterback Warren Moon 
threw 33 touchdown passes in 1995, a personal high for 
the veteran passer. In 1996 Sherman guided the devel- 
opment of Brad Johnson, who ranked third in the league 
in passer rating (89.4), fourth in completion percentage 
(62.7) and guided the Vikings to four wins in their final 
six games to capture a playoff berth. Johnson's devel- 
opment continued in 1997 as he finished fourth among 
NFC passers with an 84.5 rating and third in touchdown 
passes with 20. 

As the Steelers’ offensive coordinator in 1998, 
Sherman oversaw an offense that ranked seventh in the 
league in rushing. 

Sherman made his first foray into NFL coaching in 
1988 with the then-Houston Oilers, heading up the run- 
ning backs. In 1989 Sherman coached the team’s wide 
receivers. 

Moving on to the Atlanta Falcons in 1990 as assistant 
head coach-offense, Sherman worked alongside current 
Packers offensive coordinator Tom Rossley and helped

the Falcons finish 10th in the league in both scoring and 
total offense. 

Three seasons in San Francisco followed, beginning 
with the 49ers' running backs in 1991, followed by two 
seasons as the club's wide receivers coach (1992-93). 

Sherman then joined the staff of the New York Jets in 
1994 as offensive coordinator.

Washington's work with the secondary continues to 
pay dividends for the defensive unit as a whole, as the 
Packers finished with the NFL's third-ranked passing 
defense in 2002, their highest ranking since leading the 
league in 1996, In addition, Green Bay's 24 interceptions 
tied for third in the league. 

The Packers’ cornerbacks remain the staple of 
Washington’s work, with many of the younger cover 
men contributing to the team’s effort. Under 
Washington, Mike McKenzie continues to develop as 
one of the league's top “shutdown” corners. 

Washington, who originally joined the Packers in 
1999, was retained by Head Coach Mike Sherman for his 
Green Bay staff on February 10, 2000. 

Benefited not only by his tremendous tutoring skills, 
the 42-year-old Washington was able to help the 
Packers’ secondary in its transition to Ed Donatell’s 
defense with the knowledge he personally absorbed 
while playing two seasons (1995-96) under the present 
Green Bay defensive coordinator who then was defen- 
sive backs coach for the Denver Broncos. 

Working primarily with the cornerbacks during his 
inaugural season in the coaching profession, 1999, 
Washington saw three on-field rookies make significant 
contributions to Green Bay's defensive efforts. The 
Packers’ secondary was responsible for 21 of the team’s 
26 interceptions, the overall total the third-best mark in 
the NFC. Then-rookie cornerbacks McKenzie, Edwards 
and Fred Vinson provided 12 picks in a very non-rookie- 
like fashion, 

McKenzie's performance was especially rewarding 
for Washington, the third-round pick taking aback many 
Green Bay observers with a strong and consistent train- 
ing camp performance to earn a starting job. The former 
Memphis Tiger finished the season as the team leader in 
interceptions (six) and passes defensed (18), with the 
latter amounting to the second-highest rookie total in 
team annals. 

Originally a fourth-round selection of the then-St. 
Louis Cardinals in the 1983 NFL draft out of Tulane, 
Washington enjoyed one of the longest playing careers 
for a defensive back in pro football history, appearing in 
205 games with 165 starts with the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Los Angeles/Oakland Raiders and Denver Broncos. He 
snared 37 career interceptions, returning four for touch- 
downs. In his career, Washington intercepted at least

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After three seasons in 
Green Bay and 34 years 
overall in coaching, amiable 
Frank Novak retired January 
1 10, 2003, but will remain 
with the Packers as a con- 
sultant as the current cam- 
paign gets underway. 

; In his new role, Novak 
assisted the coaching staff in preparing for the 2003 
draft and has helped new special teams coordinator 
John Bonamego in his transition to the team. 

As for his career in coaching, and for his time in 
Green Bay, Novak has sweet memories. 

“There's nothing like being part of something that's 
bigger than yourself,” Novak said upon announcing his 
retirement. “That's what a team is. And I've been privi- 
leged to be part of football with the Green Bay Packers.” 

A man who exemplifies class and professionalism, 
Novak leaves behind a legacy of achievement and suc- 
cess, both with the Packers and during his entire career. 

Green Bay's special teams have been regular contrib- 
utors to the club's success during Novak's tenure, his 
2002 kickoff coverage team ranking fourth in the NFC, 
limiting opponent returners to an average of 21.7 yards 
per runback, and the punt coverage unit seventh in the 
conference, holding opponents to an average of 8.7 
yards per return. It marked the third consecutive year 
the punt coverage unit had ranked in the NFC’s top ten. 

Additionally, under Novak in ‘02, two players ranked 
among Green Bay's all-time special-teams tackles lead- 
ers. Paris Lenon posted 22 stops, the most by a Packers 
player in 12 years and tied for fourth all-time, and 
Torrance Marshall turned in his second straight 21-tack- 
le season, tying for sixth on the career list. 

The 2001 season witnessed strong punt coverage 
teams which allowed an average of only 8.5 yards per 
return, tied for eighth-best in the league, and a game- 
winning play, Allen Rossum’s 55-yard punt return for a 
touchdown to beat the Tampa Bay Buccaneers (Nov. 4). 
The unit's success was buoyed by the efforts of punter 
Josh Bidwell, who had a stellar year under Novak's 
direction, finishing with a 36.5-yard net punting average 
which ranked third in the NFC and marked the second- 
best effort in team history. 

Novak's corps similarly realized success in 2000, 
including the first three game-winning field goals of 
placekicker Ryan Longwell’s playing career and 
Rossum’s two game-turning kickoff returns. 

Head Coach Mike Sherman named the widely- 
respected Novak to the position February 9, 2000. 

Of his 34 years in the coaching ranks, Novak spent a 
total of 19 on the college level and 14 at the profession- 
al level, including two seasons in the USFL. 

Before joining the Packers, Novak most recently 
headed up the special teams of the San Diego Chargers 
(1997-98), overseeing a unit that scored five TDs during 
the 1997 season — a total that ranked as the highest 
one-season output of the 1990s. Novak subsequently 
coached through the first week of the 1998 regular sea- 
son before resigning and spending the remainder of the 
year, as well as the 1999 campaign, out of football. 

Prior to his stint with the Chargers, the Leominster, 
Mass., native spent two seasons (1995-96) as special 
teams coach of the Detroit Lions. 

Novak broke into the NFL in 1989 as the running 
backs coach of the then-Houston Oilers for five seasons

(1989-93), before leading the club's special teams in 
1994. 

Novak began his college coaching career at his alma 
mater, Northern Michigan University, in 1966.

An NFL player for six sea- 
sons, Alonzo Highsmith is 
now in his fifth year on the 
Green Bay Packers’ college 
scouting staff, maintaining 
primary responsibility for 
the Southwest region. 

Named to his current 
position by then-Executive 
Vice President/General Manager Ron Wolf on February 
1, 1999, Highsmith had originally entered the profes- 
sional ranks as the third overall pick in the 1987 NFL 
draft by the then-Houston Oilers, behind only college 
teammate Vinny Testaverde (Tampa Bay) and Cornelius 
Bennett (Indianapolis). 

The 38-year-old Highsmith began his pro career by 
playing three seasons in Houston (1987-89), starting 40 
straight games with the Oilers. Following offseason knee 
surgery, he was traded to the Dallas Cowboys prior to 
the 1990 season. 

He was with Dallas for a season-and-a-half before 
being waived by the Cowboys October 4, 1991. Claimed 
by Tampa Bay, Highsmith spent the remainder of his pro 
career with the Buccaneers. Due to a series of knee 
injuries, he retired from the NFL at the end of the 1992 
season, 

Highsmith’s NFL totals include 65 games played, 283 
rushing attempts for 1,195 yards (4.2 avg.) and 7 touch- 
downs. He also made 42 receptions for 428 yards and 3 
TDs during the course of his pro career. 


A former Packers corner- 
back and five-year NFL vet- 
eran, Lenny McGill is in his 
fourth season as a college 
scout for Green Bay. With 
emphasis primarily on the 
Central Plains region, he had 
officially joined the team in 
an off-the-field capacity on 
February 2, 2000. 

The 32-year-old McGill began his pro career as a 
player by spending two seasons with the Packers (1994- 
95) before moving on to Atlanta for a two-year stint 
(1996-97), then spending his last NFL season with 
Carolina (1998). McGill, who played in 62 games as a 
pro, made 4 interceptions during his NFL career, includ- 
ing 2 important thefts with Green Bay during his ‘94 
rookie season. 

A two-year starter and four-time letterman at Arizona 
State (1990-93), McGill received honorable mention All- 
Pacific 10 Conference honors as a senior. Earlier, he had 
been voted the Sun Devils’ ‘Most Improved Defensive 
Player’ following his junior season. He totaled 127 tack- 
les (87 solo), 6 interceptions and 16 passes defensed as 
a collegian. 


Season openers at home 


The Packers open the regular-season schedule in Wisconsin for a seventh consecutive season, and for the 17th time over an 18- 
year stretch (since 1986). The only season over the last 18 years in which the Packers did not open at home was 1996, the year they 
won Super Bow! XXXI, kicking off at Tampa Bay. Green Bay is 7-2 over the last nine season-opening games at home, including a 1993 


win at Milwaukee County Stadium over the Los Angeles Rams. 


After the conclusion of Highsmith’s NFL career in 
1992, he turned his sights to boxing. As a professional 
boxer, he competed as a heavyweight across the coun- 
try, compiling a 27-1-1 career record over a four-year 
period. 

Earlier a four-time letterman (1983-86) for the 
University of Miami (Fla.), Highsmith was a member of 
the 1983 Hurricanes squad which captured the colle- 
giate national championship with a 31-30 triumph over 
Nebraska in the Orange Bowl. As a 1984 sophomore, he 
led Miami in rushing — 146 carries for 906 yards (6.2 
avg.) — and repeated that feat during his senior season, 
gaining 442 yards on 105 attempts (4.2 avg.). Highsmith 
graduated in 1987 with a degree in business administra- 
tion. 

Highsmith was the 1982 Florida high school 
‘Defensive Player of the Year’ as a linebacker at 
Christopher Columbus High School in Miami, where he 
was a teammate of current Alabama head coach Mike 
Shula.

Now in year three of his 
‘second’ football career, 
Edgar Bennett continues to 
serve aS a mentor and 
| source of information for the 
team’s players — both rook- 
ies and veterans — as the 
Green Bay Packers’ director 
of player development. 
Bennett, one of the most productive running backs in 
Green Bay Packers history as a player, originally re- 
joined the club as its director of player programs on 
April 10, 2001. 

As director of player development, Bennett assists 
General Manager/Head Coach Mike Sherman with help- 
ing players become acclimated to their roles as Green 
Bay Packers, both on and off the field, especially in 
terms of their expected contributions to their team- 
mates, the community and team chemistry. 

Bennett also oversees the Packers’ wide range of 
programs designed to meet the needs of the players and 
their families in today's National Football League, pro- 
viding a framework of assistance within which players 
and their immediate family members can address the 
pressures created by daily life and complicated by the 
demands of playing professional football. Bennett 
assists players in taking full advantage of the NFL's 
many offerings, including those dealing with financial 
advice, continuing education and professional intern- 
ships aimed at preparing players for their careers when 
their playing days are over. He also works in conjunction 
with the Packers' community relations and family pro- 
grams departments. 

On the field, Bennett lends his experience from his 
playing days to the Packers’ coaches by assisting with 
the tutoring of Green Bay's running backs and providing 


game day sideline support. On the personnel front, he 
assists the organization's scouts by conducting inter- 
views with potential free agents and draft picks and also 
performs evaluations on selected players. 

Bennett, earlier Green Bay's fourth-round draft selec- 
tion in 1992, is the ninth-ranking rusher in Packers his- 
tory, the former Florida State athlete having gained 
3,353 yards over his five seasons in Green and Gold 
(1992-96). En route, he in 1995 became only the sixth 
player in team annals to rush for 1,000 yards in a sea- 
son (1,067) and the first Packer to do so since Terdell 
Middleton in 1978. He also continues to hold the club 
single-season record for receptions by a running back 
with 78, set in 1994. 

After a torn Achilles’ heel suffered in the Packers’ 
1997 preseason opener ended his season, a successful- 


| ly-rehabbed Bennett signed with Chicago as an unre- 
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stricted free agent in February of 1998 and went on to 
lead the Bears in rushing that season with 617 yards. 
After one more season with Chicago, Bennett retired 
from football in 2000. 

A four-year starter at fullback for Florida State (1987, 
1989-91), Bennett halds a bachelor’s degree in political 
science from the university. Previously. he had been a 
Class 4A first-team all-state back at Robert E. Lee High 
School in Jacksonville, where he was a teammate of for- 
mer Packers safety LeRoy Butler, who later also would 
be his teammate at FSU and in Green Bay.

One of the more visible 
people in the Packers organ- 
ization, Pepper Burruss 
embarks upon his 11th sea- 
son as the club's head train- 
er, his 27th in the NFL over- 
all. Overseer of the team's 
medical care on a daily basis, 
Burruss, a certified athletic 
trainer and physical therapist, joined Green Bay in 1993 
following 16 seasons with the New York Jets as an 
assistant athletic trainer. 

The 49-year-old Burruss was hired by the Jets in 
1977 after receiving his B.S. degree in physical therapy 
from Northwestern University Medical School. One year 
earlier, he had graduated with honors from Purdue 
University, where he earned a B.A. degree in health and 
safety education. At Purdue, Burruss was fortunate to be 
a student trainer working under a legend in the field, the 
late William ‘Pinky’ Newell. 

The Jets’ training staff was twice honored during his 
stint with the team. In 1985, they were the first-ever 
recipients of 'NFL Athletic Training Staff of the Year’ 
recognition, an award given by their peers. The staff was 
honored again at the National Athletic Trainers 
Association (NATA) clinical symposium in 1994 by for- 
mer Jets defensive lineman Dennis Byrd, who credited 
the team's emergency care as a contributing factor in his 
miraculous recovery from quadriplegia. Byrd had suf- 
fered a fractured neck by virtue of an on-field collision in 
a 1992 game with Kansas City at the Meadowlands. 

More recently — and closer to home — the Packers’ 
medical staff received the second-highest approval rat- 
ing from its players among all National Football League 
teams in a 2000 survey conducted by the NFL Players 
Association, coming out behind only the New York 
Giants.

Now in his fifth year with 
the organization in an off-the-field capacity, Workman 
previously spent two years (1999-2000) as an assistant 
in the pro personnel department. 

Named to his current role by General Manager/Head 
Coach Mike Sherman on May 15, 2001, Workman 
actively monitors player workouts in Green Bay and out 
of town, working under the supervision of strength and 
conditioning coach Barry Rubin. 

He originally had re-joined the team on July 12, 1999, 
when he was hired for the pro personnel department by 
Ron Wolf, then the Packers’ executive vice 
president/general manager. While in pro personnel, 
Workman coordinated personal workouts for potential 
Packers players, kept an eye on current NFL players by 
monitoring all league transactions and handled some 
advance scouting work of upcoming opponents. 

Workman, 36, began his NFL playing career as a fifth- 
round draft pick of Green Bay in the 1989 NFL draft. He 
was a running back for the Packers for four seasons 
(1989-92), pacing the team in touchdowns in 1991 with 
11. Workman led Green Bay in rushing in 1992, when he

gained 631 yards as the Packers’ starting halfback. He 
continues to hold the club single-game record for most 
receptions by a running back, 12, set in 1992. 

After Green Bay, Workman moved on to play for 
Tampa Bay (1993-94), Carolina (1995) and Indianapolis 
(1995-96). Over his 106-game pro career spanning eight 
seasons, he carried 467 times for 1,737 yards and 13 
touchdowns, while also making 179 receptions for 
1,294 yards and 7 TDs. 

Earlier a two-year starter and three-time letterman at 
Ohio State (1985-87), Workman rushed for 1,882 yards 
and 13 touchdowns on 412 carries as a collegian. He 
also was a member of the Buckeyes’ track and field team 
as a 1986 sophomore, running hurdles.

Known as ‘Pookie’ since his childhood, Workman 
was a two-time all-state pick as a running back at Dublin

touchdowns. He was a Parade All-America selection as a 
1984 senior, when he had 1,793 yards and 31 TDs on 
the ground. A four-year letterman for the school’s track 
team in addition to his three football letters, Workman 
was an all-state hurdler in 1984.

IN NFL HISTORY... 

Only about half the NFL teams publish consecutive starts in 
their records section, partly because early press-box statis- 
ticians did not universally and consistently document start- 
ing lineups. Even Favre’s own team cannot confirm whether 
his streak is the longest in club history, because lineups 
were not recorded at every home and road game before 
1962. Here are the longest starting streaks on record, as 
published in team media guides:

Excluding the NFL, Cal Ripken Jr. and Lou 
Gehrig are the only athletes in major sports 
history to start every game for their teams iam 
over a span of at least 11 seasons. Ripken > 
Started all 2,632 games of his streak, from 
1982-1998, and Gehrig started every 
Yankees contest from July 1925 until his 
illness in 1939, 

Because of frequent lineup changes and numerous vari- 
ables, the National Hockey League does not recognize con- 
secutive starts streaks. The record for most consecutive 
games played with the same team belongs to Steve Larmer 
(Chicago Blackhawks, 884 games, 1982-93). 

No one in National Basketball Association history has com- 
pleted 10 consecutive years of starting with the same team. 
A.C. Green holds the record for most consecutive games 
played with 1,192 (1986-2001). Green played for four teams 
over that span.

FAVRE’S 34 TOUCHDOWN TARGETS 


Brett Favre in 2002 added three teammates to his career list of 34 touchdown targets: Javon Walker (No. 32, Sept. 8 vs. Atlanta), 

Terry Glenn (No. 33, Sept. 15, at New Orleans) and Robert Ferguson (No. 34, Sept. 22 at Detroit). 

The quarterback notched his first two touchdown passes Sept. 20, 1992, vs. Cincinnati. In rallying Green Bay to a 24-23 win, he 
connected with Sterling Sharpe and Kitrick Taylor, respectively. 

Favre's 57 connections with Antonio Freeman represent the fifth-most by any duo in history — and most in Packers annals. In 
2001, the pair surpassed Ken Anderson and Isaac Curtis (51), Sonny Jurgensen and Charley Taylor (53), Joe Montana and Jerry Rice 
(55), Dan Marino and Mark Duper (also 55), and John Hadi and Lance Alworth (56).

Ron Wolf's stamp on Packers history 


Ron Wolt arrived in Green Bay Nov. 27, 1991, with a mandate to rescue the Green and Gold from a quar- 
ter-century of mediocrity, an assignment which prompted him to assert, “| was brought here to win 
And win, in the decade to follow, the Packers did — in large part because of his leadership and the "cast" } 


he assembled to execute one of the most electrifying turnarounds in NFL annals...rewardingly punctuated 
by Green Bay's first Super Bow! victory in nearly three decades and back-to-back appearances in profes- 
sional football's ultimate game. 

During the history-making process, he made a more profound impact upon the Packers organization 
than anyone since the revered Vince Lombardi, who arrived in Green Bay with a similar mission 32 years 
earlier. Over Wolf's 1992-2000 tenure, the Packers compiled the NFL's second-winningest regular-season 
record, a 92-52 mark for a .639 percentage, recorded seven straight winning seasons and made six consecutive playoff appearances. 

He converted the Green and Gold from perennial also-rans into consistent winners, exemplified by the fact they also have mount- 
ed the NFL's best regular-season won-lost record since the 1993 institution of free agency (107-53, .669), and best mark since the 
1994 institution of the salary cap (98-46, 681). 

Wolt’s aggressive stewardship, launched with the hiring of 49ers offensive coordinator Mike Holmgren as head coach and the 
acquisition of Brett Favre as a franchise quarterback in 1992 is perhaps no better illustrated than by the Packers’ immediate, 9-7 turn- 
about in 1992 — his first year on the job — after the team had been a dismal 4-and-12 in 1991 and 6-and-10 in 1990. ..a transfor- 
mation which brought him recognition as 'NFL Executive of the Year’ by The Sporting News. 

Wolf, reflecting upon the overall record from his perspective on the day he announced his retirement, observed with pardonable 
satisfaction, What people said couldn't happen here...happened here (building a Winner in Green Bay)...I'm proud of that.”

GBAJA-BIAMILA’S CAREER SACKS, BY QUARTERBACK 


In 1947, the NFL implemented a new team statistic, yards lost attempting to pass. The new category allowed the league to 
separate gross yards passing from net yards, to more accurately reflect a team’s passing performance. Net passing yards 


In 1963, Seymour Siwoff, president of the league's official statistical company, the Elias Sports Bureau, made a suggestion. 
Recognizing the ‘yards lost attempting to pass’ figure needed a complement, he argued for a new category: number of times 
losing yards attempting to pass. The league agreed, and one of the NFL's top executives, Jim Kensil, first coined the term 
“Sack,” which in the early 1960s was a dark-ages word, meaning to plunder a captured town, Kensil, who handled NFL public 
relations among other responsibilities, popularized the term in his stories and publicity materials. 

In 1982, convinced by member team PR directors (many of whom were convinced by their players), Elias and the NFL 
agreed to make individual sacks an official number. New rules were written, such as only two players can share in a sack. 

Today. it’s arguably the game's most popular stat. Siwoff, whose bureau also tracks official numbers for MLB, the NBA and 
NHL, still has the final word on every challenged sack, spending Tuesday or Wednesday in the film room at the league office.

Lambeau’s famous playing surface 


In the middle of the 1999 season, Ron Wolf gained approval to give Lambeau its current surface, replacing the former 
‘Sportgrass’ foundation. The Packers field crew worked feverishly for two weeks to replace tha field before former head coach Mike 
Holmoren returned with his Seattle Seahawks for a Monday night contest, Nov. 1, 1999. A closer look at the four-level surface: 


HENDERSON 


> A natural-grass surface of 1 and '% inches of sand-based sod (a 100 percent Kentucky Bluegrass field containing 40 percent 
Princeton 105 grass, 30 percent Midnight grass, 20 percent Adelphi grass and 10 percent Touchdown grass.) 

> Immediately below it stands 3-5 inches of soil. Throughout the soil there are 8-inch deep holes filled with sand to maintain the 
grass during unsatisfactory weather conditions, helping to prevent a soggy field after rain or snow. The crew used 110 tons of 
sand to fill these holes. 

> Underneath the soil lies 10 inches of sand; at the bottom of the layer, more than 30 miles of radiant beating pipe, capable of 
maintaining a root-zone temperature of more than 70 degreas, keeps the field from freezing during the winter, 
> At the bottom is the foundation, a 4-inch base of pea gravel. 


The grass surface was grown at Turkahoe Turl Farms in New Jersey and trucked to Green Bay. Turkahoe also supplies the field 
© grass for Cleveland Browns Stadium and the Pittsburgh Steelers’ Heinz Field. 
In the future, Packers fields manager Allen Johnson hopes to replace the second layer (the soil) with all sand. This change would 
provide roots with the optimum amount of oxygen because of the density of the sand particles in comparison to the soil particles. 
Sand Is an essential element to the field crew in the process to create the ideal Lambeau Field. In addition to the 110 tons of sand 
to fill the 8-inch deep holes in the second layer. 135 tons of sand were used to topdress the field. When laid out over Lambeau Field 
this comes out to 3/8 of an inch,

This 
spring, the Packers added James Lofton’s name to the far right of the west side, which also displays (left to right) Forrest Gregg, 
Mike Michalske, Willie Wood, Jim Ringo, Herb Adderiey, Clarke Hinkle and Robert (Cal) Hubbard. The East side jists (left to right) 
Henry Jordan, Tony Canadeo, Don Hutson, E£.L. (Curly) Lambeau, Johnny (Blood) McNally, Amie Herber, Vince Lombardi, Willie 
Davis, Ray Nitschke, Bart Starr, Jim Taylor and Paul Hornung. .

Provided that a club has two quarterbacks on its 45-player Active List, a third quarterback from its Inactive List is 
permitted to dress for the game, but if he enters the game during the first three quarters, the other two quarterbacks 


are thereafter prohibited from playing. 


Teams can insert any of their three quarterbacks at any time, regardless of injury or depth-chart order (first string, p 
second string, etc, ). However, if the deactivated quarterback, |.e., the 46th player, enters in the first three quarters, 
neither of the other two quarterbacks can retum to the game. If the deactivated quarterback enters in the fourth quar- 


ler or overtime, the other two quarterbacks can return.

LeRoy Butler’s spontaneous gesture after scoring a 1993 
touchdown has turned into the team's most prominent modern 
tradition, emulated by many other players. Ironically, it also 
symbolizes the team’s unique relationship with its fans. No 


doubt, the initial Lambeau Leap will go down as one of the most memorable moments 


of Butler's 12-year career. 


Butler's leap took place late in a frigid game vs. the Los Angeles Raiders, Dec. 26, 
1993, at Lambeau Field. The touchdown gave the Packers a commanding 
fourth-quarter lead, en route to a 28-0 shutout that clinched a playoff 


berth, their first of six consecutive postseason trips.

On the heels of eight playoff appearances in the last 10 years, and two trips to the Super Bowl in the 1990s, the 
Packers own the second-best postseason winning percentage in National Football League history. They have won 
23 of 35 playoff games since their first-ever postseason contest — the 1936 NFL championship (a 21-6 victory 
over the Boston Redskins) — for an overall winning percentage of .657. Only the Baltimore Ravens with a 5-1 
record (.833) stand above Green Bay. The Packers also hold the league record of nine consecutive playoff victories

NFL Passer Rating System 


The NFL rates its passers for statistical purposes against a 
fixed performance standard based on statistical achievements of 
all qualified pro passers since 1960. The current system replaced 
one that rated passers in relation to their position in a total group 
based on various criteria. The current system, adopted in 1973, 
removes inequities that existed in the former method and, at the 
same time, provides a means of comparing passing performanc- 
es from one season to the next. 

The system is used to rate passers, not quarterbacks. 
Statistics do not reflect leadership, play-calling and other intangi- 
ble factors that make a successful professional quarterback. Four 
categories are used as a basis for compiling a rating: 

» Percentage of completions per attempt 

> Average yards gained per attempt 

P Percentage of touchdown passes per attempt 
» Percentage of interceptions per attempt 


The average standard is 1.000. The bottom is .000. To earn a 
2,000 rating, a passer must perform at exceptional levels, i.e., 70 
percent in completions. 10 percent in touchdowns, 1.5 percent in 
interceptions, and 11 yards average gain per pass attempt. The 
maximum a passer can receive in any category Is 2.375. 

For example, to gain a 2.375 in: 

1) completion percentage, a passer would have to complete 
77.5 percent of his passes. The NFL record is 70.55 by Ken 
Anderson (Cincinnati, 1982). 

2) percentage of touchdowns, a passer would have to achieve 
a percentage of 11.9. The record is 13.9 by Sid Luckman (Chicago 
Bears, 1943). 

3) percentage of interceptions, a passer would have to go the 
entire season without an interception. 

4) average yards is 12.50. compared with the NFL record of 
11,17 by Tommy O'Connell (Cleveland Browns, 1957). To make it

If the results are greater than 
2.375 (percentage greater than 77.5), award 2.375. 
> Average yards gained per attempt — 2.257 yards divided by 

251 attempts is 8.99. Subtract 3 yards from yards-per-attempt 
(5.99) and multiply the result by 0,25. The result is 1.498. 

NOTE: If the result is less than zero (yards per attempt less 
than 3.0), award zero points: If the result is greater than 2.375 
(yards per attempt greater than 12.5), award 2.375 points. 
> Percentage of touchdown passes — 14 touchdowns in 251 
attempts is 5.58 percent. Multiply the touchdown percentage by 

0.2. The result is 1.116. 

NOTE: If the result is greater than 2.375 (touchdown percent- 
age greater than 11.875), award 2.375. 
> Percentage of interceptions — 3 interceptions in 251 attempts 

is 1.20 percent. Multiply the percentage by 0.25 (0.300) and 
subtract the number from 2.375. The result is 2.075. 

Note: If the result is less than zero (interception percentage 
greater than 9.5), award zero points. 

The sum of the four steps is 6.297 (1.608 + 1.498 + 1.116 + 
2.075). The sum is then divided by six (1.050) and multiplied by 
100. In this case, the result is 105.0, 

This same formula can be used to determine a passer rating 
for any player who attempts at least one pass.

Hutson settles on the Bay

Green Bay has always had that special somebody, either on the field or in the back- 
ground, offering inspiration or carrying on the tradition for the City of the Bay that is 
unique in the annals of professional sports. 

And yet, the Packers came perilously close to being denied one of their most popu- 
lar on-the-field performers. Instead of catching passes and acquiring immortality in 
Green Bay, Don Hutson might well have been 
felegated to obscurity in, of all places, Brooklyn. 

By 1935, the Packers and Green Bay had 
fought side by side through one crisis after another, adversity and discouragement. A proud 
and determined community rallied time and again to save ITS football team from the brink of 
disaster and forfeiture of a coveted franchise. Then came the formation of Green Bay Packers, 

Inc., and the Packers belonged to Green Bay and Green Bay belonged to the Packers,

Lambeau was carefully grooming a home town product to step on the firing line and 
resume the aerial attacks so brilliantly conducted through the years by the Packer Coach him- 
self, Lewellen and Dunn. He was Arnie Herber and his passing arm lacked nothing...except 
targets. 

For years Lambeau was a familiar figure at the workouts of the Rose Bowl game partici- 
pants and the December of 1934 found him at his favorite haunts in Pasadena. As he 
watched Alabama prepare for Stanford, his eyes were riveted on a lean and lanky Crimson 
Tide end. 

Don Hutson was not merely fast, he was blinding fast. In addition to his combination of

Feathers. Hutson sped on, eluded a tutile, frantic lunge by Feathers, and crossed the goal for the game’s only touchdown.

But in Green Bay, where each team enters the field from sepa- 
rate, south end-zone tunnels, the Packers still walk to warm up in the northern half, where their team tunnel and locker room 
had stood for 45 years. The practice usually baffles opponents visiting Lambeau for the first time since the renovation.

> Curly Lambeau enrolled at Notre Dame, and made varsity as freshman under Knute Rockne in 1918; Lambeau chose Notre 


Dame blue and gold as Packers’ first uniform colors. 


> Three of Green Bay's 11 starters, and four of its 16 overall players in its first official game had played at Notre Dame. More than 
80 years later, no other college has produced more Packers players (50, including Tony Fisher and Jerry Wisne in 2002). 


> Lambeau, credited with pioneering and evolving forward pass in NFL, adopted some philosophy from Rockne, who'd introduced 


the pass earlier at collegiate level. 


> Lambeau also coached at East High School from 1919-21, and sent one of his prep stars, halfback Jimmy Crowley, to South 
Bend. Crowley, one of the Four Horsemen, returned and played for Packers in 1925 before entering coaching. 


> Crowley coached at Fordham, where one of his linemen was Vince Lombardi, one of the Seven Blocks of Granite. 


> George Strickler, Green Bay's publicity director from 1947-49, previously worked at Notre Dame (he once placed the Four 


Horsemen on horses for a photo shoot), 


> After the 1921 season, the Packers used two active 
Notre Dame players in a non-league game against 
the Chicago Supremes; the league made an exam- 
ple of the Packers, and revoked the franchise 
(Lambeau reapplied successfully in 1922). 


> Green Bay has drafted 27 players from Notre 
Dame, including Heisman winner Paul Hornung 
(first overall) in 1957. 


> Jack Vainisi, credited with providing key scouting 
reports on pro and college players that stocked 
most of Lombardi’s teams, played at Notre Dame. 
A congenital heart problem cut short his playing 
career, but he stayed in South Bend as a football 
manager, making several contacts at college level.

Under terms of the NFL Collective Bargaining Agreement, a team losing more or better compensatory free agents than it 
acquires in a year is eligible to receive compensatory draft picks. 


The number of picks a team receives equals the net loss of compensatory free agents up to a maximum of four. The 32 
compensatory choices announced usually in late March supplement the 230 choices in the regular seven rounds of the 
In 2003, the compensatory picks were positioned within the fourth through seventh rounds based on the value of the 
Compensatory free agents are determined by a formula based on salary, playing time and postseason honors. The formula 
was developed by the NFL Management Council. Not every free agent lost or signed by a club is covered by this formula. 


Teams are no longer allowed to trade compensatory selections, although they were during the early years of the system.

Rookies vs. first-year players 


Rookies are players in their first year of pro football who have not been on another pro football team's roster for any regular-sea- 
Son or postseason games. First-year players are those who have played In other pro sports leagues (Arena Football League, etc.), have 
participated in previous NFL training camps, or have been on an NFL team’s active, inactive or reserve list fewer than six games. 

The rule originated when Lawrence McCutcheon, drafted by the L.A. Rams in 1972, played only three games his “rookie” season, 
then rushed for 1,097 yards in 1973. Today, due to McCutcheon and because rosters began expanding around the 1970 NFL-AFL merg- 
er (reserve lists formalized, etc.), that year is considered the beginning of the rookie rule. So today, for records purposes, the Packers 
use 1970 as a separator. From 1921-69, anyone who had yet to play three league games was generally considered a rookie

Henderson was stuffed at the line but, still on top of bodies, he lunged the ball past the plane. Following a replay review of several 
minutes, referee Ron Winter said: There is no indisputable evidence to change the call,” Henderson's TD capped a 14-play, 80-yard drive 
that began after Warrick Dunn's second TD, a 2-yard scamper with eight minutes left that put Atlanta ahead 31-27. But the Falcons drove 
_ 35 yards in six plays to get into position for Feely’s 52-yarder that easily cleared the crossbar. 

Favre's new trio of targets came up big. Donald Driver had seven catches for 78 yards, Terry Glenn had two catches for 60 yards, 
and Javon Walker caught four passes for 56 yards and a touchdown. Green, who lef{ briefly in the second half with cramps, added six 
catches for 42 yards.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Aaron Brooks, who led the Saints to a 21-3 first-half lead, including an eight-play touchdown drive on his 
team’s first possession, became the first of Brett Favre's former backups to defeat him since Ty Detmer in 1994. 

The Saints (2-0) used their pressure defense to keep the Packers (1-1) in check. Green Bay gained 357 yards in total offense, bul con; 
verted just 22 percent of its third-down attempts (2-of-9), compared to 70 percent for the Saints, who also had 357 yards total. 

Favre, who was 9-0 in the Superdome coming in, including preseason games, a Super Bowl win, and two college victories, was on 
the run all game. He was 29-of-44 for 270 yards and two touchdowns, bul was sacked once and broke his string of 158 straight passes 
without an interception, Favre also had two intentional grounding calls against him. 

The Packers’ first touchdown came after Darren Sharper's interception and ensuing 44-yard return set up Green Bay inside the Saints’ 
15. One play later, Favre hit a leaping Terry Glenn for a 14-yard score with 40 seconds left to make it 21-10 at the break. 

Just over a minute into the second half, Keyou Craver picked up a fumble by Glenn and returned it 38 yards to increase the New 
Orleans advantage. But Favre made it 28-17 on a 26-yard TD pass to Donald Driver. Favre was 4-for-4 for 65 yards on the 71-yard drive 

In the second quarter, the Packers lost starting right tackle Mark Tauscher for the season with multiple knee ligament injuries,

Favre surpassed Joe Montana (3,409) for fifth place on the all-time completions list, and played in his 163rd consecutive game, estab- 
lishing the third-longest streak in team history behind Forrest Gregg (187) and Willie Wood (166). The veteran also engineered his 25th 
career fourth-quarter comeback win. 

Oriver had the first two-touchdown game of his career — though he caught the first one from Bubba Franks on a trick play in the sec- 
ond quarter, With less than two minutes left in the half, Favre took the snap at the Carolina 36, dropped back a couple of yards and threw 
the ball to Franks. Franks then found Driver for a 31-yard touchdown pass. Officials initially said the Packers had thrown two forward 
passes, drawing a loud chorus of boos. Mike Sherman was called for unsportsmanlike conduct for charging onto the field. But replays 
clearly showed Favre's pass to Franks was backward, and officials agreed after reviewing the play. 

Early-season injuries forced five Packers starters — William Henderson, Mark Tauscher, Terry Glenn, 
Vonnie Holliday and Antuan Edwards — out of the lineup. Injuries also kept three key reserves — Kabeer Gbaja-

Ceps injury, hit Miller to force the pivotal interception. 

The win was Green Bay's 15th in its last 17 meetings with the Bears, this one coming on the grasslike artificial surface at the University 
of Illinois, where Chicago is playing while workers overhaul Soldier Field, Favre has directed nine straight road 
victories over the Bears,

With third-and-5 at the New England 16 and the Patriots ahead 3-0, Donald Driver caught a pass from Favre, but side judge Tom Hill 
ruled Driver was juggling the ball as he was pushed out of bounds at the 5, Mike Sherman's replay challenge 
overturned that, then Favre hit William Henderson for the touchdown, 

Brady's first interception, by Bryant Westhrook — who'd signed with Green Bay four days earlier — ended 
the opening possession of the game at the Packers 43, 

Late in the second quarter, Kevin Faulk dropped Brady's backward pass and Kabeer Ghaja-Biamila recoy- 
ered on the Patriots 8, after rookie Marques Anderson alerted his teammates to the live ball.

GREEN BAY (AP) — Brett Favre hobbled off the field, leaving the Green Bay Packers to wonder how tong they might be without their 
lar quarterback. Fayre, who started for the 164th consecutive time, sprained his left knee when LaVar Arrington sacked him in Green 
's 30-9 victory over the Washington Redskins, 
The Pro Bowl quarterback came out in the third quarter, was carted off the sideline and did not return. The next day, a magnetic res- 
nance imaging test revealed no serious damage to the knee. 
_ Ahman Green had the first three-touchdown rushing performance of his career, helping the Packers (6-1) to their fifth straight vic- 
ry. Green ran for 88 yards on 24 carries and scored on runs of 24, 2 and 8 yards, the last one following Redskins quarterback Patrick 

amsey’s fifth sack and third fumble, which was recovered by Rod Walker at the Washington 23 in the fourth quarter. 

Backup Doug Pederson replaced Favre, the NFC’s leading passer at age 33, who was carted off the sideline 
to a standing ovation from the record crowd of 63,363 at Lambeau Field. 

Favre finished 11-for-14 for 89 yards and lett with Green Bay ahead 17-6. Pederson was 9-01-15 for 78 yards, 
leading the Packers to two field goals and one touchdown in live series. 

This was just the fourth time during the streak that Favre didn't complete the game because of injury. He was 
hurt against Minnesota in 1994 and '95, and against Tampa Bay in 2000.

GREEN BAY (AP) — Brett Favre didn’! seem bothered by his sprained left knee as he guided Green Bay to a 24-10 victory over the 
Miami Dolphins, Favre, knocked out of his last start, extended his NFL record for consecutive regular season starts by a quarterback to 
165. He overcame an early Interception in the end zone to lead the Packers to their sixth straight victory. The Packers, who have the NFL 
best record at 7-1, also recorded four more takeaways to increase their league-leading total to 27. 

The Dolphins (5-3) had hoped Cris Carter would provide a similar spark as he came out of retirement in hopes of halping them to a 
championship. But Carter fumbled away his first reception, leading to Green Bay's first touchdown, and he was the intended target on an 
interception by Nate Wayne in the second half. He finished with three inconsequential catches for 31 yards. 

Darren Sharper stepped in front of a pass by Ray Lucas and returned it 89 yards for a touchdown as the third quarter expired, giv- 
ing Green Bay a 24-0 lead, Olindo Mare kicked a 46-yard field goal in the fourth quarter and Miami finally got into the end zone on Lucas’ 
t-yard keeper with 1:31 left — the first TD in eight quarters against Green Bay's defense. 

Ahman Green accounted for all but 18 of the Packers’ first-half yards. His 23-yard TD reception and 1-yard scoring run gave Green 
Bay a 14-0 halftime lead. The Packers, who have been down as many as seven starters during their six-game 
winning streak, had everybody back, including Chad Clifton, Mike McKenzie, Sharper and Vonnie Holliday.

GREEN BAY (AP) — Brett Favre threw for 351 yards and two touchdowns, leading Green Bay to a 40-14 rout of the Detroit Lions. 
The Packers improved their NFL-best record to 8-1 while taking a five-game lead over second-place Detroit (3-6) in the NFC North. 
After Ahman Green (concussion) and Najeh Davenport (foot) left with injury, coach Mike Sherman took no more chances with Favre, 
0 guided Green Bay on seven scoring drives in 10 possessions and completed 26 of 39 passes. He had 295 yards passing by half- 
ime, a career-best. Donald Driver caught 11 passes for 130 yards and Ryan Longwell kicked four field goals in Green Bay's seventh 
raight victory — the team’s longest streak within a season since 1963. 
Former Packer Bill Schroeder had no catches and three drops, one of which was intercepted by rookie Marques Anderson and 
turned for a touchdown. Anderson also returned an interception for a TD in Green Bay’s 37-31 victory at Detroit on Sept, 22. His score 
as part of a 27-point second quarter by the Packers, whose defanse stiffened after allowing Joey Harrington's 64-yard touchdown pass 
10 Az-Zahir Hakim on Detroit's first offensive play.

Early in the fourth, Favre completed a third-and-10 pass to Donald Driver, whose catch and run turned into an 84-yard TD that tied 
the game at 21, But Gary Anderson's 32-yard field goal with 7:16 left put the Vikings up 24-21, and then 
their defense forced Fayre into two straight three-and-outs before Bennett's run put the game away.

GREEN BAY (AP) —The Packers won their first division title in five years by forcing five turnovers and getting an outstanding per- 
formance by rookie running back Tony Fisher in a 30-20 victory over the Chicago Bears on Sunday. 

Fisher, an undrafted free agent from Notre Dame, replaced Ahman Green, who hurt his left knee in the third quarter. Fisher ran 17 
times for 91 yards and a touchdown. The Packers (9-3), who were coming off two straight losses, clinched the NFC North, 

On a cold, windy day at Lambeau Field, Brett Favre threw two second-half touchdown passes and beat the Bears for the 18th time in 
22 tries. The Packers (9-3) trailed 14-6 at halftime and appeared on their way to another defeat until Rod Walker recovered Jim Miller's 
fumbled snap at the Green Bay 1 early in the third quarter. It came one play after Marty Booker's apparent touchdown catch was called 
an incompletion. and the Bears lost a challenge. Green Bay then drove 90 yards — with Fisher accounting for half of them — and went 
ahead for the first time on Ryan Longwell's 27-yard field goal that made it 16-14, Favre added an 8-yard touchdown toss to Bubba 
Franks, and Fisher scored from 2 yards out with 1:10 left to make it 30-14. 

Fisher was third on the depth chart until fellow rookie Najeh Davenport was lost for the season two waeks ago wilh a fractured left 
eye sockel, Green hurt his left knee when he was tackled by Mike Brown at the end of a 29-yard run early in the third quarter.

GREEN BAY (AP) — Tony Fisher's 14-yard touchdown run with 1:06 left gave Green Bay its first lead and a 26-22 victory over 
the Vikings on Sunday night. Darren Sharper picked off Daunte Culpepper's desperation pass as time expired and returned the ball 66 
rds before finally going down at the Minnesota 16. The victory by the Packers (10-3) enabled them to keep pace with Philadelphia and 
mpa Bay for homefield in the NFC playoffs.

Fisher, a rookie free agent from Notre Dame who was making his first career start in place of Ahman Green 
(knee), finished with a career-high 96 yards on 25 carries. Robert Ferguson also set career highs with six recep- 
tions for 105 yards and the first two-touchdown game of his career. His 40-yard score pulled Green Bay to 22- 
20 with 10:48 left. His second score came when he caught the ball at the 20 on a broken play and raced to the 
right sideline, then dived the final 5 yards into the end zone. 

Green Bay (7-0) remained the leaque’s only unbeaten team at home.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Brett Favre passed for 201 yards in a steady downpour, and the Green Bay defense stopped one last 
rain-soaked drive at its awn 11 with 22 seconds left as the Packers beat San Francisco 20-14 on Sunday. 

Ahman Green ran for 90 yards and a touchdown, and Donald Driver caught a TD pass as the Packers shrugged off the pelting ral 
and swirling wind to score 17 points in the second half while holding San Francisco scoreless in the fourth quarter, 

Green Bay (11-3) won its third straight while limiting the Niners’ offense to 263 total yards and earning homefield advantage in any 
possible playoff meeting between the teams. 

After Ryan Longwell's 28-yard field goal with 4:41 left, Jeff Garcia drove the 49ers from their 26 to the 11 before throwing three 
incompletions, including a low throw under pressure to Eric Johnson on fourth down, 

Terrell Owens caught eight passes for 75 yards and a touchdown — which he punctuated with a pompom- 
waving celebration — but the 49ers struggled to move the ball. 

The Packers immediately took control after halftime, and Favre broke through a conservative game plan to 
throw downfield, Favre led a 79-yard drive from the kickoff, with Green scoring on a 9-yard run. 

When San Francisco got the ball back, Garcia threw a pass as he was being tackled — and it ricocheted off 
the back of offensive guard Matt Willig and into the hands of Vonnie Holliday. who fateraled the ball to Na’il 
Diggs for a long return, Favre then struck again, hitting Driver for a 5-yard TD that put Green Bay up 17-6.

Holliday's 
t forced fumble led to Green Bay's only TD and his last one ended Buffalo's hopes with 1:13 left and the Bills at the Green Bay 17. 
The Packers (12-3) became the only NFL team to win all their home games in 2002. Green Bay also lost its best defender, safety 
n Sharper, who sprained his right knee on his league-leading seventh interception. in the first half. 

The Bills (7-8) saw their playoff hopes crushed when Donald Driver caught an 11-yard touchdown pass from Brett Favre with 7:23 
maining. The score came one play after cornerback Nate Clements thought he had a long touchdown on a fumble return, but the offi- 
jals ruled that Ahman Green had dropped the pass, on a windy, cold day. 

Holliday, plagued by a torn chest muscle and a sprained knee this season, had just one sack coming into the game. He took off a 
Testrictive shoulder harness last week against doctors’ orders and had a solid game against San Francisco, He broke Bryce Paup's club 
record of four-and-a-hall sacks (Sept. 15, 1991 vs. TB). Ezra Johnson (Sept. 3, 1978, at Det.) and Dave Pureifory (Dec. 14, 1975, at 
LARm) also had five sacks, but the stat didn't become official until 1982. Holliday also dropped an interception 
at the Bills 20 with Green Bay clinging to a 3-0 lead early in the fourth quarter.

GREEN BAY (AP) — Undaunted by the storied stadium where his own coach lost in the “Ice Bowl” 35 years ago, Michael Vick made 
history of his own. The 22-year-old led Atlanta to a 27-7 upset of the Packers in a wild-card playoff before a record crowd of 65,358 stunned 
ouls. The Packers (12-5) were the only team to go unbeaten at home during the regular season. And they had never lost a home playoff game 
since the NFL instituted a postseason in 1933, going 13-0 — 11 of the victones at Lambeau and two more in Milwaukee, The closest they 
had come was on New Year's Eve 1967, when Bart Starr knifed into the end zone with 13 seconds left to give Green Bay a 21-17 victory over 
‘Dallas in the coldest game in NFL history. 
Brett Favre had won all 35 of his starts at home in which the temperature was 34 or below. This time, he was without Pro Bowl running 
‘back Ahman Green (knee) and leading receivers Donald Driver (shoulder) and Terry Glenn (concussion) in a futile second-hall comeback 
attempt. The Packers, who just one Week ago still had a shot at the home-field advantage, began their offseason much sooner than anyone 
expected, Pro Bowl safety Darren Sharper (knee) was unable to play, leaving the Packers without their fastest defender. 
On the second play trom scrimmage, Falcons center Todd McClure cut-blocked nose tackle Gilbert Brown, who went to the sideline for the 
‘most of the gare. Then, Mark Simoneau beat the Packers’ protection and blocked Josh Bidwell's punt near Green Bay's end zone and Arie 
Ulmer smothered the loose ball for a 14-0 lead. Kevin McGadam pushed Tyrone Williams into Green Bay punt returner Eric Metcalf. Falcons 
fullback George Layne recovered the muffed punt, and four plays later, the Falcons made it 21-0 when T.J. Duckett carried the pile 6 yards into 
the end zone. The tervent Falcons then stopped the Packers with a goal-line stand, nose tackle Ellis Johnson dumping Green for a 4-yard loss 
on fourth down. Over Favre's career, the Packers had scored 48 touchdowns and one field goal when they had first-and-goal. 

Favre hit Driver with a 14-yard touchdown on the first drive after halftime, but Driver re-injured his dislocated shoulder on the play, It was 

the 13th straight playoff game in which Favre threw for a TD, tying Dan Marino's NFL record.

President Kennedy assists Packers to 1961 championship 


Vince Lombardi won an incredible nine straight postseason games, a streak he might not have launched without the help of 
President John F Kennedy. The 1961 NFL championship took place during the Berlin Crisis. and the United States had called Ray 
Nitschke, Paul Hornung and Boyd Dowler into service. With Lombardi’s persistence, Nitschke and Dowler obtained special weekend 
passes to play. Private Hornung, however, wasn't released until Lombardi called an old acquaintance, Kennedy. 

“Paul Hornung isn't going to win the war on Sunday, but the football fans of this country deserve the two best teams on the field 
that day,” Kennedy assured Lombardi, days before the game against the New York Giants. 

The best team was Green Bay. by a 37-0 count, and after Kennedy released Hornung, the Golden Boy scored 19 points, an NFL title 
game record. 

The Berlin Crisis pitted the U.S. against East Germany for several months, until the East German government backed down. The cri- 
sis ended in the summer of 1962. Kennedy visited Berlin and delivered a famous speech before he died in 1963.

Dan Devine coached collegiately for 16 years (Arizona State, Missouri) before Green Bay hired him in 1971. Shortly after his arriv- 
lal, he implemented a college tradition: spring practice. That April, Devine took his new players to the University of Texas at 
Arlington and the Packers’ first mini-camp, where he got his first look at No. 1 draft choice John Brockington. The team has held 
mini-camps every year since ‘71. In 1977, the Packers’ revolutionary indoor facility allowed spring practice in Green Bay, Howaver, 
the team migrated again to the Phoenix area in 1994, while workers completed the spectacular Don Hutson Center.

Vince Lombardi Trophy 


The Vince Lombardi Trophy, given annually to the Super Bow! champi- 
on, was re-named in honor of the former Packers coach shortly after his 
death in 1970, before Super Bowl V. 

The gesture, made by commissioner Pete Rozelle, was arguably the 
greatest tribute in NFL history. 

Each trophy, molded and customized every year for the Super Bowl 
champion, is sterling silver, created by Tiffany & Company. Three concave 
sides form a pyramid, which supports a life-size, regulation football. 

The icon is 20.75 inches in height, weighs 107.3 ounces and is valued 
at more than $10,000.

The Packers in 1938 became the first NFL team to fly to a 
road game. Fearing an air disaster would wipe out the entire 
team, the NFL forced the Packers to split the squad, and fly on 
two DC-3’s (at right, Coach Curly Lambeau posed with half his 
team and their plane at Austin Straubel Field before a road trip 
in the early 1940s). 

In those days, many fans turned out to see the humongous 
plane, more than the team. Players also took out life insurance 
policies. Al Carmichael and Howie Ferguson, for instance, each 
took out $50,000 policies, making each other the beneficiary. 
Players dined on food such as overtone cocktail grilled sirloin.

SUPER BOWL I 


GREEN BAY KANSAS CITY 10 

les Memorial Coliseum, Sunday, Jan. 15, 1967; Attendance: 61,946; Weather: 72° F; sunny, hazy 

The Packers launched the Super Bowl series by whipping Kansas City's AFL champions, 35-10, behind Bart 
Starr, Max McGee and a key interception by All-Pro safety Willie Wood, 

Vince Lombardi's repeating NFL champions broke open the game with three second-half touchdowns. Wood 
set up the first, returning an interception 50 yards to the Chiefs’ 5, with the Packers up only 14-10. Len Dawson's 
pass was intended for Kansas City tight end Fred Arbanas. 

McGee, replacing Boyd Dowler (injured on the Packers’ first series), after having caught only four passes all 
season, snared seven from Starr for 138 yards and two touchdowns. Elijah Pitts ran for two other scores, one on 
a 5-yard run in the third quarter, the other on a 1-yard bolt in the final period. 

The Chiefs’ only touchdown came on a 7-yard pass from Dawson to Curtis McClinton. 

Starr, the game's first MVP, completed 16 of 23 passes for 250 yards and two TD. The aging McGee caught 
both scores, 37 yards in the first quarter and a 13-yard catch in the decisive third period, 

The Packers collected $15,000 per man and the Chiefs $7,500 apiece — the largest single-game shares in 
the history of team sports at the time. The game was not a sellout; more than 30,000 seats remained empty.

That margin was short-lived, 
though, as Desmond Howard

time, a pass which narrowly skirted the finger tips of a leaping 
defender. 

Davis, who had missed the entire second quarter after experi- 
encing migraine headache symptoms. fumbled on the first play 
from scrimmage of the second half, an error which turned into a 
game-tying Ryan Longwell field goal only minutes later. 

The Broncos went ahead again late in the third period, when 
Davis scored his second touchdown of the game to culminate 92- 
yard, seven-plus minute drive, And when, on the ensuing kickoff, 
Freeman fumbled at his own 22. things looked dire for Green Bay 
as it stared at a potential two-touchdown deficit heading into the 
final quarter. But when the Broncos went for the jugular on their 
first play, free safety Eugene Robinson intercepted Elway in the 
end zone. 

Favre completed three passes 
to Freeman on the ensuing Green 
Bay possession, including a 13- 
yard crossing route for the receiy- 
er’s second touchdown which 
knotted the score at 24 with thir- 
teen-and-a-half minutes remain- 
ing. Freeman made nine recep- 
tions (for 126 yards) on the day to 
equal the club's all-time playoff 
record, 

After the Packers failed to take 
advantage of one fourth-quarter 
drive which neared midfield, 
Denver ran the ball down their 
throat for the game's winning touchdown, a drive which covered 
49 yards in only five plays — four on the ground. Davis strolled 
into the end zone untouched up the middle for a 31-24 lead with 
just 105 ticks of the clock left. 

Still facing the relentless blitzing which had characterized the 
play of the Denver defense throughout the game, from his own 
30-yard line Favre moved the Packers 39 yards down the field on 
four straight passes to Dorsey Levens to reach the Broncos’ 31 
with 42 seconds remaining. 

But when his next three throws fell incomplete, including a

Then, midway through the first 
quarter, Howard broke free on a second punt return, traveling 46 
yards before San Francisco tripped him up at ils 7. Moments later, 
Brett Favre hit Andre Rison on a 4-yard touchdown pass to give 
Green Bay a 14-0 advantage. 

After an Edgar Bennett TD, the 49ers converted two Green Bay 
special-teams miscues into 14 points, bringing the game back 
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within reach. First, San Francisco punt bounced off Chris Hayes’ 
leg and the 49ers recovered at the Green Bay 26, setting up a 
Terry Kirby touchdown catch. Then, when the Packers failed to 
field a short kickoff to open the second half, San Francisco recov- | 
ered at the Green Bay 4, and, on the next play, Elvis Grbac's naked 
bootleg trimmed the Packers’ lead to 21-14.

ping 4 15-play, 71-yard drive, When the Panthers then attempted 
to move down field, rookie Tyrone Williams made a diving inter- 
ception at the Packers’ 38, which Chris Jacke turned into a 31- 
yard field goal 10 seconds before halftime. 

Late in the third quarter, Edgar Bennett strolled untouched 
through the middle on a 4-yard touchdown, giving Green Bay a 
27-13 lead. Levens set up the score on the previous play, going 
66 yards down the right sideline on a perfectly executed screen 

Green Bay put up 479 net yards, a team playoff record. It 
churned out 201 rushing yards (99 on Bennett's 25 carries, 88 on 
only 10 attempts by Levens). Levens also made five receptions for 
117 yards, and Favre completed 19 of 29 for 292 yards.

In the process, the 
Packers purged San Francisco for a third 
Straight year, the second time at 3Com. 

From the outset, on a rain-swept after- 
noon, the Packers were able to pick on San Francisco's corner- 
backs, moving 76 yards on their first possession. 

Early in the second quarter, Eugene Robinson stepped in front 
of a Steve Young pass and weaved across the field 58 yards to the 
49ers’ 28. Two plays later, Antonio Freeman caught a short slant 
from Brett Favre, cut back against the grain and broke several 
tackles for a 27-yard touchdown, and a 10-0 Green Bay lead. 

Late in the opening half, the 49ers had to settle for a field goal 
after three straight incompletions from the Green Bay 10. Then, in 
the waning seconds, Favre connected with Freeman on a 40-yard 
bomb, to set up the half’s final play, Ryan Longwell's 43-yard field 
goal, against a difficult wind. 

Longwell, who attended nearby Cal one season earlier and had 
been released by the 49ers just before training camp, added his 
third field goal midway through the fourth quarter, giving Green 
Bay a more comfortable 13-point lead. 

The Packers’ defense, which held San Francisco to just 33 rush- 
ing yards on 18 overall carries, sacked Young in the fourth quar- 
ter four times, twice by Keith McKenzie. When Green Bay sacked 
Young on fourth down at his own 11 with just under four minutes 
remaining, the Packers quickly capitalized, scoring after two 
Dorsey Levens runs, 

Levens broke his own, week-old franchise playoff record with 
114 rushing yards — the first 100-yard effort allowed by the 
49ers during the '97 season — and again did much of his work in 
the second half. Freeman totaled 107 yards on four catches, and 
punter Craig Hentrich helped Green Bay to handily win the field- 
position battle, depositing all five of his punts inside the 49ers’ 20. 

Following Levens’ score, the Niners’ Chuck Levy returned the 
kickoff 95 yards for San Francisco's lone touchdown, with 2:52 
left in the game.

PACKERS IN THE PRO FOOTBALL HALL OF FAME 


The Green Bay Packers have 20 individuals who spent the majority of their careers with the club in the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio, including 2003 addition James Lofton. The Packers’ total is second 
only to that of the Chicago Bears, who have 26. The Pittsburgh Steelers (17) and New York Giants (16) are next, 
while the Washington Redskins (15) round out the top five. 

In addition, five other players who played briefly for Green Bay — defensive end Len Ford, linebacker Ted 
Hendricks, guard/coach Walt Kiesling, kicker Jan Stenerud and safety Emlen Tunnell — have their busts displayed 
in the Hall of Fame. 

Biographies of the Packers’ 20 primary HOF players follow: 


2003 — JAMES LOFTON 
Wide Receiver (1978-86) 

First Packers Hall of Famer without direct ties to either Curly Lambeau or Vince Lombardi, Made 
530 catches in a Packers uniform, and remains team’s all-time leader with 9,656 receiving yards. 
Selected by Green Bay in first round (sixth player overall) of 1978 NFL Draft. A deep-threat receiver, 
possessed both speed and great hands. Recorded more than 50 receptions in a season nine times. First 
NFL player to score a touchdown in 1970s, 1980s and 1990s. In 16 seasons, caught 764 passes for 
14,004 yards — an NFL yardage record at the time of his retirement. Named All-Pro four times (twice 
with Packers) and All-NFC three times (all with Packers). Selected to play in eight Pro 
Bowls, including his first seven years with Green Bay. Born 
uly 5, 1956, at Fort Ord, Calif. 


1963 — EARL L. (CURLY) LAMBEAU 

Founder, player, head coach, vice president (1919-49) 

Founded Packers in 1919 and served as team’s only coach through 1949 season. Also played 

halfback from ‘19 through ‘29, a period during which he pioneered forward pass in professional foot- 

ball. Led Packers to six world championships and is one of only five coaches to record more than 

200 coaching victories in the NFL (others are Don Shula, George Halas, Tom Landry and Chuck Noll). 

Had coaching record of 212-106-21 (.656) with Packers. Also coached Chicago Cardinals (1950-51) 

and Washington Redskins (1952-53). Born April 9, 1898, in Green Bay. Died June 1, 1965, at age of 
67. Lambeau Field named in his honor, Sept. 11, 1965. 


Tackle (1929-33, 1935) 

Also played for New York Giants, Pittsburgh Pirates. A legendary athlete, he was one of pro foot- 
ball's first genuine giants — a massive 6-ft. 5-inch, 250-pounder who was a devastating blocker on 
offense and relentless pursuer on defense as a premier, two-way performer. Was an All-Pro choice in 
each of first three years (1931, '32, '33) such selections were made. Selected to NFL's All-50 Year 
Team in 1970 and to All-Time Two-Way Team in 1994. Played college football three years at Centenary 
College in Louisiana and one final season at Geneva in Pennsylvania. Born Oct. 31, 1900, in 
Keytesville, Mo. Died Oct. 17, 1977, at age of 76.

1963 — DON HUTSON 

End/Defensive Back (1935-45) 

Made fourth-most touchdown receptions (99) in pro football history, an all-time NFL record 

until broken by Steve Largent and subsequently surpassed by Jerry Rice and Cris Carter. Credited 

with inventing pass patterns, he led league in receiving eight years and in scoring five seasons, both 

[also lifetime marks. Also played defensive back and placekicked. Named to NFL's All-50 Year Team in 

1970, later was selected to league’s 75th Anniversary and All-Time Two-Way teams in 1994, Also 

holds league record for most points scored in one quarter (29). Played collegiately at Alabama. 
Named to four Pro Bowls. Born Jan. 31, 1913, in Pine Bluff, Ark. Died June 26, 1997, at age of 84. 


1963 — JOHNNY (BLOOD) McNALLY 
Halfback (1929-33, 1935-36) 

Also played for Milwaukee Badgers, Duluth Eskimos, Pottsville Maroons, Pittsburgh Pirates. An 
elusive runner and gifted pass receiver, he played major role in Packers’ drive to first three champi- 
onships in 1929, ‘30 and '31. Also helped Packers win a fourth world title in ‘36. Going into 2003 
season, still held 22nd place in Packers lifetime scoring, over six decades after departing Green Bay 
scene, with 229 points. Collegiate star at St. John’s (Minn). Born Nov. 27, 1903, in New Richmond, 
Wis. Died Nov. 28, 1985, at age of 82. 


1964 — CLARKE HINKLE 

Fullback (1932-41) 

A four-time All-Pro selection (1936, ‘37, '38, '41). Incredibly versatile, he was tough, bruising 

runner, fine blocker, good receiver and excellent placekicker as well as shrewd, hard-hitting line- 

backer. Fifth-ranking rusher in Packers’ history entering 2003 season with 3,860 yards in 1,171 car- 

ries. Was selected to NFL's All-Time Two-Way Team in 1994. Played college football at Bucknell. 
Named to three Pro Bowls. Born April 10, 1909, in Toronto, Ohio. Died Nov. 9, 1988, at age of 79. 


1964 — MIKE MICHALSKE 
Guard (1929-35, 1937) 

Also played for New York Yankees (1927-28) before joining Packers. Rated one of game's great- 
est guards during pro football's "two-way" era. Two-time All-Pro selection (1931 and 1935). A true 
60-minute player, he was known as ‘Iron Mike’ because of his great stamina and durability. Best asset 
was exceptional quickness, which made him equally effective on both offense and defense. Played 
college football at Penn State. Born April 24, 1903, in Cleveland. Died Oct. 26, 1983, at age of 80. 


1966 — ARNIE HERBER 
Quarterback (1930-40) 
Also played for New York Giants (1944-45). Pro football's first great long passer. Won three 
National Football League passing titles (1932, 34, '36) and was All-Pro selection in 1932. Teamed 
with Don Hutson to form NFL's first feared passing combination in mid-'30s. Ranks fifth in Packers 
annals with 66 career touchdown passes over his 11 seasons. Tough, durable athlete and accom- 
plished punter as well as great passer. A Green Bay native, he played college football at Regis 
(Denver). Born April 2, 1910, in Green Bay. Died Oct. 14, 1969, at age of 59. 


1971 — VINCE LOMBARDI 7 
Head Coach and General Manager (1959-67), General Manager (1968) 

Also assistant coach for New York Giants (1954-58) and head coach of Washington Redskins 
(1969). Directed Packers to five NFL championships in seven years (1961-62 and 1965-66-67), a feat 
without parallel in pro football history. His 1966 and 1967 teams also made history by winning first 
two Super Bowls. Packers won nine of 10 playoff games, the last nine in consecutive fashion. Under 
his leadership, Green Bay compiled a 98-30-4 record, a glittering .758 winning percentage, as he 
never had a losing season. A guard, played his college football at Fordham, where he was one of the 
legendary “Seven Blocks of Granite.” Born June 11, 1913, in Brooklyn, N.Y. Died Sept. 3, 1970, at age 
of 57, 


1974 — TONY CANADEO 
Halfback (1941-44, 1946-52) 
Became only the third 1,000-yard rusher in pro football history when he gained 1,052 yards in 
1949, Still ranks as No, 3 ground gainer in Packers annals entering 2003 season with 4,197 yards 
in 1,025 attempts, a 4.1 average. A durable, all-purpose halfback, he was an accomplished 
blocker, capable passer and good receiver in addition to being a highly effective kick 
returner. Also played defensive back during early years of his career. Played col- 
lege football at Gonzaga, where he acquired nickname “Grey Ghost.” Born May 
5, 1919, in Chicago.

Fullback (1958-66) 

Also played for New Orleans Saints (1967). Rushed for more than 1,000 yards five straight sea- 

sons (1960-64). Still ranks among NFL's Top 20 rushers with 8,597 yards over his 10 seasons. Also 

owns league's ninth highest lifetime total of rushing touchdowns — 83. Is Packers’ all-time leading 

ground gainer with 8,207 yards to his credit during his nine seasons in Green Bay. Had 26 career 100- 

yard rushing games. Played his college football at LSU. Named to five Pro Bowls. Born Sept. 20, 
1935, in Baton Rouge, La. 


1977 — FORREST GREGG 
Tackle (1956, 1958-70) 

Also played with Dallas Cowboys (1971). Drafted in the second round (20th overall) in 1956. Was 
named All-Pro eight times (including All-Pro at both guard and tackle in 1965) and nine times to the 
Pro Bowl. Called by Lombardi the ‘finest player | ever coached.” Voted to NFL's 75th Anniversary Team 
in 1994. Holds the Packers record for durability with 187 consecutive games played. Head coach of 
the Green Bay Packers, 1984-87. Also served as head coach of Cleveland Browns (1975-77) and 
Cincinnati Bengals (1980-83). Played college football at SMU. Born Oct. 18, 1933, in Birthright, Texas.

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Packers Hall of Fame, Green Bay 


The Packers Hall of Fame, which now has a new and expanded home in the Lambeau Field Atrium, owns a unique place in the 
history of professional football. Now in its 28th year, it was the first permanent hall of fame devoted to one team. 

Founded by William L. Brault, a local loyalist and restauranteur with a deep appreciation for Packers history and tradition — as 
well as the intriguing potential for a projected Hall of Fame — it was formally dedicated on April 3, 1976, by then President Gerald 
R. Ford. To date, 130 individuals — players, coaches and contributors — have been enshrined, including linebacker Mike Douglass 
and broadcaster Jim Irwin, inducted in July. 

For the record, the Hall of Fame was informally launched by Brault in 1966 as a series of exhibits displayed in the concourse of 
the Brown County Veterans Memorial Arena — exhibits that had to be removed each autumn to make room for the Green Bay 
Bobcats hockey team and its schedule. The annual induction banquets were subsequently launched in 1970 but the “Half did not 
become a permanent, year-round entity until 1976. 

With a new design complemented by a variety of additional, state-of-the-art exhibits, it re-opens in September of 2003,

11 seasons (1993-2003). Minnesota (15, 1987-2001) and 
Dallas (11, 1991-2001) both ended long stretches in 2002. In 
the NFL, only Miami (13, 1990-2003) and Denver (12, 1992- 
2003) have longer streaks. 

From 1996-2003, the league has featured three teams during 
the regular season on MNF more than any other — Denver, 
Green Bay and Miami — each 18 times.

> Favre and Robert Brooks own the MNF record for longest pass 
completion, a 99-yard touchdown strike at Chicago, Sept. 11, 
1995 (Packers franchise record, tied NFL record). 

> The Packers are 20-18-1 in the regular season on MNF, which 
consistently ranks among the nation's top 10 shows, 

> This year marks the 20th anniversary of a memorable Oct. 17, 
1983, Redskins-Packers game, still the highest scoring game 
in MNF history — a 48-47 overtime track meet, Facing the 
defending Super Bowl champions, the Packers prevailed in a 
contest featuring 11 touchdowns, 11 extra points and six field 
goals. Jan Stenerud’s 20-yard FG with 54 seconds left decided 
the issue. The ‘Skins’ Mark Moseley missed a 39-yard try as 
time expired, The contest also represented the highest scoring 
game in the Packers’ history, surpassing Green Bay's 52-35 
loss at Detroit in 1951.

On Aug. 11, 1919, a score or more husky 
young athletes, called together by Curly 
Lambeau and George Calhoun, gathered in the 
dingy editorial room of the old Green Bay Press- 
Gazette building on Cherry Street and organized 
a football team. They didn’t know it, but that was 
the beginning of the incredible saga of the Green 
Bay Packers. 

Lambeau and Calhoun struck the initial spark 
a few weeks before, during a casual street-cor- 
ner conversation. It was apparently a “Why not 
get up a football team?* remark, but once they 
were interested they wasted no time.

“Packers was a natural, and 
Packers they have been ever 
since, although the Indian Packing 
Co. had practically faded out of 
the picture before that first season 
was half over. 

That first season the team won 
10 and lost only one, against foes 
from Wisconsin and Upper 
Michigan. Games were played in 
an open field with no fences or 
bleachers, and interested fans 
“passed the hat.” But the team was 
so successful by 1921 that 
Lambeau was backed by two offi- 
cials of the packing plant in obtaining a franchise (Aug. 27, 1921) 
in the new national pro football league that had been formed in 
1920. Cash customers didn't quite pay the freight and the team 
had to be forfeited at year's end. 


Wisconsin in 1870s. 


his was the first in a long series of troubles that the now 
famous team overcame, for in 1922 Lambeau gained 
other backers and bought the franchise back for $250, 
including $50 of his own money, Troubles continued dur- 
ing that season. One game was rained out and the insurance com- 
pany wouldn't pay off because the official amount of rain was one 
one-hundredth of an inch short of that required in the policy. 

However, another storm late in the season, when the Packers 
were scheduled to play the Duluth Kelleys, threatened to throw 
Lambeau further into debt, But A.B, Turnbull, Green Bay Press- 
Gazette general manager, advanced Lambeau the Duluth guaran- 
tee. He then lobbied town businessmen ("The Hungry Five") 
behind the team, and formed the Green Bay Football Corporation. 

From those modest and somewhat tenuous beginnings, the 
Packers have gone on to earn national stature and virtual world- 
wide recognition by winning more championships (12) over the 
intervening 80-plus years than any team in pro football, 

These achievements, while representing a town of just around 
100,000 in competition with the country's largest markets, have 
endeared the Packers to the nation, The David vs. Goliath concept 
and the team's unique status as a publiclyowned corporation has 
intrigued generations.

THE HUTSON PERIOD 

Trouble flared again in 1934, 
when a fan fell from the stands, 
sued and won a $5,000 verdict. 
After their insurance company 
went bankrupt, the Packers went 
into receivership and were just 
about to fold when Green Bay 
businessmen came to the rescue 
again, raised $15,000 in new capi- 
tal and reorganized the club. 

About this time (1935), a 
rather slight, lanky end by the name of Don Hutson came to the 
club. He actually signed two contracts, with Green Bay and the 
Brooklyn Dodgers. But commissioner Joe Carr awarded Hutson to 
the Packers, because Green Bay's postmark was earlier.

The Green Bay Press-Gazette, in editions following the inau- 
gural league game Oct. 23, 1921 vs. Minneapolis, listed Adolph 
Kliebhan as the first starting quarterback in team history. 
Kliebhan, however, played his only career league game that 
afternoon, and didn't see many plays. 

While Kliebhan was the first starter, Curly Lambeau was 
really the team’s first “field general.” Lambeau would have 
started the Marines game had he not kept himself out after 
Starting each of the four non-league contests. Lambeau 
threw both Packers passes that day. In fact, he started four 
of the team’s remaining five games (Art Schmael started the 
Packers’ second game, vs. Rock Island Oct. 30, 1921; 
Lambeau started the last four). 

Toward the end of Lambeau's playing days, he tumed 
mainly to Red Dunn. However, Arnie Herber, who played 
from 1930-40 and like Lambeau hailed from Green Bay, was 
the team’s first pure passer. Don Hutson, credited with 
inventing pass patterns, formed the Herber-to-Hutson com- 
bination, which terrified opponents from 1935-40. 

From Lambeau to Bart Starr to Brett Favre, more than 
125 Packers players have attempted a pass, many in the 
1920s, when the snap usually went to the halfback, who also

1976, leading the Packers to a 5-9 
record, highlighted by a three-game, mid-season winning streak. 
Major and key injuries slowed the comeback in 1977 but a strong 
finish produced a 4-10 mark. Hopes soared in 1978 when the 
Packers posted their first winning slate since 1972, an 8-7-1 
record, only to be temporarily dampened in '79 by a record rash 
of injuries which spawned a 5-11 mark. Another injury epidemic, 
one which saw 27 players on injured reserve during the course of 
the season, struck in 1980, forcing the Packers to settle for a 5- 
10-1 record 

Rebounding strongly in 1981, they rallied trom a disappoint- 
ing 2-6 start to mount one of the most dramatic comebacks in 
Green Bay history, closing with a 6-2 rush (an 8-8 mark), one win 
shy of the playoffs. 


The Packers continued the 
upsurge in 1982, when they quali- 
fied for the playoffs for the first 
time since 1972 by going 5-3-1 
during a strike-interrupted season 
They then embellished that per- 
formance by routing St. Louis 41- 
16 in the first round of the NFL's 
Super Bow!

THE GREGG ERA 
On Dec. 24, 1984, Forrest Gregg, a former Starr team- 
mate and one of the pramier offansive tackles in football his- 
tory, became the ninth head coach, Gregg had maneuvered 


Cincinnati into Super Bow! XVI following the 1981 season. Gregg, 
whose 19-6 Cincinnati record over the 1981-82 seasons was the 
best in pro football, received a five-year contract. 

In taking over, he declared, “| took this job to field a winning 
team. That will happen.” 

Grega's prediction began to bear fruit in the second 
half of the 1984 season when the Packers rebounded 
from an injury-ridden 1-7 start to win seven of their last 
eight. 

Because of injury and other complications, howev- 
er, the 1985 season followed the '84 script, the Packers 
getting off to a slow 3-6 start before mounting a strong 
finish to again close at 8-8 by winning five of their last 
seven. 

Gregg, convinced the time had come to rebuild a 
team that was 8-8 three straight years, and was 
“starting to get old,” made sweeping personnel 
changes in 1986. The young Packers, their task 
complicated by injuries to key performers, got off 
to an 0-6 start, then began to mature in mid-season 
and went on to finish 4-12. 

Following the 1987 season, when the Packers 
finished third in the NFC Central (5-9-1), Gregg 
resigned (Jan. 15, 1988) to become head coach at 
his alma mater, Southern Methodist University. 


INFANTE SIGNS ON 
Nineteen days later (Feb, 3), Cleveland Browns offensive coor- 
dinator Lindy Infante, recognized throughout the NFL as a brilliant 
7 innovator, signed a five-year contract. Plagued by turnovers and 
kicking problems, Infante’s first team, in 1988, was 4-12, but left 
fans with hopes for ‘89 and the future by winning the last two 
games 
Building on that positive note, Infante in 1989 escorted the 

: Packers to a 10-6 record — their best in 17 years — and within 
one game of the playoffs, spicing that turnabout with a leaque- 
record four one-point victories. 

In 1990, subsequent high hopes for the team’s first postsea- 
son berth in a non-strike year since 1972, evaporated when the 
Packers — with a contending.

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THE HOLMGREN ERA 

Wolf named Mike Holmgren, architect of San Francisco's four- 
time Super Bowl champions, to succeed Infante, Jan, 11, 1992. 
Holmgren, sought by five other NFL clubs, gol a five-year con- 
tract. 

In his first season, 1992, the former USC field general direct- 
ed the Packers to a 9-7 record and within sight of the playoffs. He 
became only the third Packers head coach with a winning record 
in his first season, punctuated by a six-game winning streak, the 
team’s longest since 1965.

despite losing four starters to injury. Forging a second 

straight 9-7 record — against a considerably more 

demanding schedule — Green Bay got its first playoff 

berth in 10 years.

They then fell at 
Dallas, 27-17, in the divisional round 

In 1994, the Packers registered a third consecutive 9-7 mark 

and second straight playoff trip — the first time that had hap- 

=. pened since the Titletown days of the ‘60s. Riding a three-game 

winning streak into the postseason, they parlayed a record 

defensive performance and a turnover-free offensive 

effort into a 16-12 victory over Detroit — their first 

home playoff game since the ‘82 season — 

holding the incomparable Barry Sanders 

to minus-1 yard in 13 attempts. The 

Packers advanced without the services 

of All-Pro raceiver Sterling Sharpe, 
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whose neck injury, diagnosed after the regular-season finale, 
ended his brilliant Green Bay career. For a second straight year, 
the Packers’ run ended in Dallas, 35-9, 


losing ranks with great results following Sharpe's loss, the 

1995 Packers put together one of the hallmark seasons in 

their history. Winning six of their last seven games, they 

captured their first NFC Central Division crown since 
1972, then made their best postseason showing in more than 28 
years, forging all the way to the NFC Championship Game. 

En route, they closed the regular season 11-5 — their best 
mark since the 1966 NFL championship club (12-2) — and fol- 
lowed by dispatching the Falcons, 37-20, in a first-round playoff 
al Lambeau Field. Building on that triumph, the Packers mounted 
one of the premier performances in their postseason history, for- 
mally dethroning the defending Super Bowl champion San 
Francisco 49ers in their own 3Com Park, 27-17. Again, however, 
dreams of a Super Bowl floundered in Dallas, 38-27, in the NFC 
title game, after leading 27-24 at the end of three quarters. 

Putting nearly three decades of disappointment emphatically 
behind, the Packers rewarded their long-patient faithful in 1996, 
Shunting aside eight of their first nine foes, they swept to a 13-3 
record and their second straight division championship. Then, 
they captured their first NFL title since 1967, dispatching New 
England, 35-21, in Super Bow! XXXI at the Superdome. 

Displaying impressive consistency on both sides of the ball, 
they documented their superiority, outscoring three opponents 
100-48 in a postseason sweep. Appropriately, the first two wins 
were before their Lambeau loyalists — a 35-14 divisional triumph 
over the 49ers and a 30-13 win over the upstart Carolina Panthers 
in the NFC title game. 

In annexing a 12th NFL championship, extending their own 
leaque record, the Packers joined an elite group of teams with 
three-or-more Super Bowls (Dallas, San Francisco, Pittsburgh, 
Oakland and Washington), 


he Packers thus entered 1997 with an opportunity to win 
back-to-back Super Bowls for a second time —and came 
breathtakingly close to achieving their objective. 
Sweeping to a second consecutive 13-3 mark, tying 4 
club record with 13 wins, they primed for the playoffs ending the 
season with five straight wins. After a third consecutive division 
title, they launched their bid at Lambeau in workmantike fashion, 
turning back Tampa Bay in the divisional playoff, 21-7. The win 
padded their all-time home-field, postseason record to 12-0, 
extending the longest such winning streak in pro football history. 

Forced to win on the road for a return to the ultimate game, 
the Packers smothered the 49ers on a soggy, rain-swept after- 
noon in San Francisco, 23-10. Garnering a berth in the Super 
Bowl, Green Bay held the Niners without an offansive touchdown. 

Ina see-saw affair, Super Bowl XXXII in San Diego found the 
Packers trailing Denver at halftime, 17-14. Hopes of a repeal were 
Nigh, however, when quarterback Brett Favre engineered an 85- 
yard drive, knotting the contest, 24-24, early in the fourth quarter. 
But the Broncos later scored with only 1:45 remaining and a last- 
minute Packers drive fell 
short when Favre's pass 
for tight end Mark Chmura 
fell incomplete inside the 
Denver 20, with only 28 
seconds left, sealing the 
Broncos’ 31-24 win. 

A third straight Super 
Bow! trip, a realistic goal 
at the outset, eluded the 
Packers in 1998, their 
80th season, Historic 
accomplishment, howev- 
er, did not as they 
advanced to the playoffs 
for the sixth year in. a row, 
a team record, while post- 
ing a seventh consecutive ~ 
winning season, Green 
Bay overcame multiple injuries, including the loss of Pro Bowl 
running back Dorsey Levens (out nine games) and center Frank 
Winters (stretch run and postseason), each with a broken leg. 
They set another team record by stretching their Lambeau Field 
winning streak to 25 games — the second-longest in NFL history 
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— before falling to Minnesota Vikings Oct. 5. They finished 11-5, 
equaling another team standard by posting a double-digit victory 
total for the fourth consecutive year (11-5 in 1995, 13-3 in both 
1996 and 1997). The only other time Green Bay had strung 
together four seasons of 10-plus wins was 67 years earlier — 
Curly Lambeau's triple NFL champions of 1929-32 (12-0-1 in 
1929, 10-3-1 in 1930, 12-2 in 1931 and 10-3-1 in 1932). 


nthe wake of these considerable achievements, the Packers’ 
season came to a dramatic and painful end in an NFC Wild 
Card game at San Francisco, when a 27-23 lead abruptly dis- 
solved into a 30-27 49ers victory. Steve Young's 25-yard 
touchdown pass to Terrell Owens sealed the game with just three 
seconds lett. 
Only five days later, Holmgren resigned to become head coach 
and direct football operations for the Seattle Seahawks. 


ROUGH RHODE(S) 

Moving swiftly, Wolf tabbed Ray Rhodes, former Philadelphia 
head coach and Green Bay defensive coordinator, as the Packers’ 
12th head coach, Jan. 11, 1999. 

The Packers launched 1999 under Rhodes in breathtaking 
fashion, literally winning three of the first four in the last minute. 

Despite a sprained passing thumb, Favre's heroics brought his 
team from behind on all three occasions. His 1-yard touchdown 
pass to Jeff Thomason pulled out a victory over Oakland, 28-24, 
with only 11 seconds left in the opener. His 23-yard TD strike to 
Corey Bradford propelled the Packers past Minnesola, 23-20, with 
12 seconds left in Week 3. And, his 21-yard scoring throw to 
Antonio Freeman snatched victory from Tampa Bay's grasp, 26- 
23, with 1:05 to play in Week 4. 

Fate, however, suddenly stopped smiling as Green Bay lost 
four of its next five. After a three-game winning streak (Detroit, 
San Francisco, Chicago), three straight losses put the six-year 
playoff streak in jeopardy. On the season's final Sunday, Dallas’ 
late-afternoon victory over the Giants eliminated Green Bay. The 
Packers (8-8) missed the playoffs for the first time since 1992, 
ending seven straight winning seasons, 

Saying the Packers lacked the needed toughness and fire, 
Wolf relieved Rhodes hours after the season finale,

One month after that stirring finish, Wolf retired as the 
team’s executive vice president and general manager, Feb. 1, 
and president Bob Harlan quickly named Sherman to replace 
Wolf. Sherman became the first head coach with the GM title 
since Bart Starr in 1980. 

Woll’s impressive nine-year tenure included the team's first 
Super Bowl (1996) in 29 years, back-to-back NFC titles (1996- 
97), 101 total victories (including eight in the playoffs), eight win- 
ning seasons (1992-98, 
2000), six straight playoff 
appearances (1993-98) 
and the NFL's best regutar- 
season record (83-45) 
since the 1993 advent of 
free agency. 

Harlan moved quickly 
to replace Wolf with 
Sherman. Now with full 
authority over football, 
Sherman answered in 
2001 by returning the 
Packers to the playoffs, 
improving his winning 
percentage to 656 (21- 
11), best in team history 
over a coach's first two 
seasons. 

Behind Favre (first NFL 
player with 10 straight 
3,000-yard seasons) and 
explosive Ahman Green 
(club-record 1,981 yards = 
from scrimmage) the Packers went 12-4, but couldn't grasp the 
division title, despite sweeping the division champion Bears. 

In the playotts, Green Bay avenged its 1998 loss to the Niners, 
extinguishing a late-game drive when Mike McKenzie and Tyrone 
Williams collaborated on a crucial interception, The next week, 
Favre tied a postseason record with six interceptions, three of

quietly confident, 21-year coach- 

ing veteran, Sherman immediate- 

ly promised to bring structure, 

discipline and team chemistry to 
the 2000 Packers. He also shared his long~ 
time love affair with the Green Bay Packers 
and their tradition, dating back to his 
Massachusetts childhood, when he would 
fead Vince Lombardi's books on football 
each night before bed. 

To his considerable credit, Sherman in 
2000 surmounted multiple injuries, 
including Favre's prolonged bout with 
elbow tendinitis, and finished 9-7, inches 
from the playoffs. 

Not easily turned aside, he persevered, 
through an 0-2 start, and even when the 
fecord slipped to 5-7 by the end of 
November. Sherman rallied his troops for 
a rousing finish, beating NFC Central rivals 
Chicago, Detroit, Minnesota and Tampa 
Bay (in overtime), to complete a December 
sweep. The only other Packers coach to 
win his last four games in his first year 
was Lombardi in 1959.

Until the league regularly scheduled postseason in 1933, 
NFL titles, including the Packers’ first three crowns (1929-31), 
were decided by Winning percentage in league standings, 

However, the official league standings from 1921-71 did not 
recognize ties in figuring winning percentage (since 1972, ties 
have been considered halt of a win), 

That rule actually cost the Packers a fourth consecutive 
championship in 1932 (Green Bay is the only NFL team to win 
as many as three straight titles — 1929-31 and 1965-67). 

The Chicago Bears (6-1-6) and Portsmouth Spartans (6-1- 
4) finished “tied” for first, ignoring their ties. The Bears won the 
title by defeating Portsmouth after the season, a game that 
counted in final regular-season standings. 

Several Packers fans use the ‘32 championship to counter 
Bears supporters who say Don Majkowski threw an illegal TD 
pass to beat Chicago in the 1989 "Instant Replay” game.

(then) Green Bay Football Corporation’ put into place in 1923, 
if the Packers franchise was sold, after the payment of all 
expenses, any remaining monies would go to the Sullivan- 
Wallen Post of the American Legion in order to build “a prop- 
er soldier's memorial.” This stipulation was enacted to ensure 
that the club remained in Green Bay and that there could never 
be any financial enhancement for the shareholder. The benefi- 
ciary was changed from the Sullivan-Wallen Post to the Green 
Bay Packers Foundation on the basis of a shareholder vote at 
the November 1997, meeting.

After 
joining Lambeau on drive to Canton league meetings, Murphy sold his car (Marmon Roadster), gave Lambeau needed 
funds, then purchased tickets home. In exchange, Murphy got to play briefly in '22 non-league opener...George Halas, 
despite rivalry, was instrumental in persuading league to allow Packers back...Following Green Bay reinstatement, 
using Packers as example, NFL asked each club for $1,000 to guard against using college players.

$6,000 Amount Lee Joannes, president of Packers Corporation, loaned team to bail it out of receivership (settling the fan's 
damage judgement). Joannes held the Packers in his personal possession as security. According to Forbes (September, 
2001), the Packers today are worth $392 million. 


$10,000 Amount team used to purchase Liberty war bonds, with profits from 1941 NFL playoff loss, 33-14 to Bears, one week 
after Pearl Harbor. 


$25,000 Price paid by Lambeau to purchase Rockwood Lodge, on shores of the bay north of city, for team’s new training facility. 
Move drew heavy criticism from executive committee. 


$75,000 Amount paid by insurance company to Packers after Rockwood Lodge burned to ground in January 1950, shortly after 
Lambeau departed for Chicago Cardinals. 


$118,000 Funds created by third Packers stock drive, in 1950, 
$75,000 Price CBS paid Packers to televise 11 games each year from 1956-58. Teams in larger markets got much more money. 


Thanks to foundation laid by commissioner Bert Bell and U.S. Congress, league in 1961 season instituted current policy 
of league-wide TV package, allowing Packers equal share, despite small market size.

Nickname origin 


In the Green Bay Press-Gazette on Aug. 29, 1919, two weeks before the team’s first organized game, George Calhoun first publicly =~ 
identified the team as the “Indian Packers.” 

Curly Lambeau received $500 from his employer, the Indian Packing Co., for uniforms and equipment, and for use of the compa- 
ny's lot for practice. In exchange, Lambeau and Calhoun agreed to call the team “Packers.” Early fans, many of whom were working- i 
Class citizens, immediately embraced the name, widely publicized by Calhoun. = 

Calhoun also called them simply “Indians” briefly in 1919, but that moniker seemed to fold with the company, soon purchased — —— 
along with the team — by Acme Packing Co. In 1921, the team’s first season in what is now the NFL, its owners had “Acme Packers” = 
put on the jersey, setting the name in stone. =~ 

While “Packers” has served as the primary nickname since the team’s embryonic stages, fans and sportswriters also have called as 
them the Big Bay Blues, or the Bays. Lambeau in 1922 applied with the name “Blues,” but public opinion quickly vetoed him. 

A packer is someone who works at a packing house, an establishment for slaughtering, processing and packing livestock into — 
meat, meat products and byproducts. “Green Bay Packers” is the longest standing team name in NFL history.

The 32-month, $295 million redevelopment of 
Lambeau was completed on time — and on budget — 
with the Packers remaining in Green Bay to play all of 
their games throughout the process. Put into motion by 
a county-wide referendum that approved a half-cent 
sales tax increase on Sept. 12, 2000, the project was 
financed jointly by the City of Green Bay, county taxpay- 
ers, the Packers and the NFL. 

The Packers’ football facilities — a vital element in 
attracting players in today's ultra-competitive NFL — 
also were enhanced greatly by the stadium's 
redevelopment, debuting in time for the 
2002 season. The centerpiece of these 
quarters is a breathtaking, 64- by 
120-foot, football-shaped locker 
room with 64 stately, wooden 
lockers. Another 25 lockers can 
be found in an adjoining, aux- 

iliary locker room, to be uti- 
~ lized during training camp. 

The new football facilities

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pened in 1957, Lambeau Field had seen numer- 

ous smaller-scale changes through the years, 

including seven prior seating expansions and 

the addition of private boxes. But, as new stadi- 
ums rose throughout the NFL in the 1990s, Lambeau 
Field became outdated. As a publicly-owned team, the 
Packers must generate a significant amount of income 
from their home to remain competitive. Challenges with 
capacity, as well as the need for updated private boxes 
plus more club seats, restrooms and concessions, made 
redevelopment a necessity. 

Faced with these challenges, Packers president & 
CEO Bob Harlan went to work in October 1999, assem- 
bling a plan to protect 80 years of Packers history and 
ensure the club's continued viability. After several feasi- 
bility studies and overwhelming support for renovation, 
as opposed to building a new stadium, the redevelop- 
ment plan was dubbed the proper course of action. 
Unveiled by Harlan in January 2000, the plan ultimately 
won voter approval that September with the hard work 
of people committed to preserving pro sports’ most 
unique franchise. 

“Our fans overwhelmingly asked us to save Lambeau 
Field,” Harlan said. “This plan accomplishes that while 
giving the Packers an economic base to build for the 
future in Green Bay. We want this to be the No. 1 desti- 
nation in Wisconsin. We're going to build a stadium that 
the rest of the National Football League wished it had.“ 

Included in the redeveloped stadium are 11,625 addi- 
tional seats, including roughly 6,000 more bow! seats, to 
increase Lambeau's capacity to 72,515. Over 4,000 of 
the new seats were available for use during the 2002 
season with construction ongoing.

Even after the recent changes, Lambeau maintains its 
nostalgic and intimate feel with totally unobstructed 
sightlines.

edicated as City Stadium Sept. 29, 1957 —a 
day that saw Green Bay topple the hated 
Chicago Bears, 21-17 — ceremonies included

practice structure in 1982 and its replacement, the Don 
Hutson Center, in 1994 at a cost of nearly $4.7 million. 
Lambeau now is owned by the City of Green Bay and 
the Green Bay/Brown County Professional Football 
Stadium District; retirement of the city’s original 
$960,000 deficit was celebrated at a mortgage burning 
ceremony in May of 1978. 


One of Lambeau’s special characteristics is its classic seating bowl, now exclusive to Green Bay. The bowl design, common in 
many traditional college football stadiums, remains virtually untouched following a $295 million stadium renovation. Did you know... 


> The original architectural firm, Somerville, Inc., favored 
the Lambeau construction site because it sloped, perfect 
for building a bowl. 

> The bow!'s outstanding sightlines are generally credited to 
Dick Gustafson, who worked closely with John Somerville 
during the design phase.

THE SANDLOT YEARS 

Inevitably, procedures at Packers games have come a long 
__ way since 1919-20, when the team subsisted on the contents of 
George Calhoun's hat. At that time, there were no ushers, cheer- 
leaders, band or public address system, which hadn't yet been 
invented. There weren't even any seats, and admission was free. 
From 1919-56, the Packers played their Green Bay games — 
including their first league contest — at virtually the same 
address. Their first home games were at Hagemeister Park, a 
vacant lot marked with a football gridiron, adjacent to East High.

Home Fields 


There were no gates because there wasn’t a fence. Spectators 
just dropped off the Walnut Street trolley and walked to the side- 
line, or drove their own cars and parked about 10 yards behind the 
ropes stretched around the playing field. 

If they felt like it, they either sat in their automobiles or on top 
of them, but most preferred to get out and follow up and down the 
field. By moving as play progressed, one always had a “50-yard 
line* location and was handy to any donnybrook that might require 
a little help. In fact, when things got exciting, the crowd some- 
times spilled right onto the field, surrounded the scrimmage in a 

big circle and virtually took part in every play. Teams 
didn't huddle in those days, or the fans would have 
been in that, too. 

When the half ended, teams grabbed blankets 
and adjourned to opposite end zones where they 
relaxed and talked over the tactics of the next half. 
The crowd formed a ring around the players, a prac- 
tice encouraged since it made a handy wind break. 
Fans weren't bashful about joining the discussions 
either, sometimes with surprising results. At least 
one early game was pulled out of the fire by a spec- 
tator's halftime suggestion. 

In 1920, the city built a section of stands — a 
small bleacher that held about 200 — giving the 
Packers their first justification for charging admis- 
sion, The next year, a portable canvas fence was 
erected around the perimeter and a regular admis- 
sion charge inaugurated.

NFL scheduling format, 2002-09 


The NFL is in its second year of an eight-year period that will take each team through a cycle of games — home and away — 
against every other team in the league. In these eight seasons, every team will play every other team at least twice — once home 
and once away. After the 2009 season, a decision will be made on Whether to continue with the same rotation or modify it. 

"The new scheduling formula is one of the most positive aspects of realignment,’ Commissioner Paul Tagliabue said. The new 
formula guarantees that NFL fans will see every team play each other on a regular, rotating basis. The formula will eliminate the 
many aberrations of the past in which teams either did not play for long periods of time or did not play in another team's stadium 
for many years,” 

In determining how to begin the divisional rotation in 2002, the displacement of teams from their old divisions in the new 
alignment was taken into account, Preference was given to scheduling games with former division rivals and other regional oppo- 
nents for clubs realigned from otherwise intact divisions. For example, in 2002 pairing the NFC North and NFC South will give 
Tampa Bay games against its former NFC Central rivals (Chicago, Detroit, Green Bay, Minnesota). The new scheduling format 
includes the following elements: 
An increased common-opponent emphasis with every team in a division playing against 14 common opponents. 
All teams will play each other on a regular basis, home and away, for a more consistent presentation of attractive 
games, eliminating the many schedule aberrations of the past. 
Teams are guaranteed to play all nondivision opponents in their conference at least once every three years, and at 
home at least once every six years, 
Every AFC team will play every NFC team once every four years, and at home once every eight years. 

A team’s record from the previous year will have less of a bearing on its schedule, with only two (rather than four) 
Opponents based on the previous year's standing. Thus, the so-called “easy” fifth-place schedules are eliminated. 

The division in which a team resides will be less of a factor in a team's won-loss record with 10 of 16 games each 
year being against non-division teams.

WAIVERS 
The waiver system is a procedure by which player con- 
tracts or NFL rights to players are made available by a 
club to other clubs in the League. During the procedure, 
the 31 other clubs either file claims to obtain the players 
or waive the opportunity to do so-thus the term "waiver." 
Claiming clubs are assigned players on a priority based 
on the inverse of won-and-lost standing. The claiming 
period is three business days from the beginning of the 
League Year through April 30, 10 calendar days from 
May 1 through the last business day before July 4, and 
24 hours after July 4 through the conclusion of the reg- 
ular season. li a player passes through waivers 
unclaimed, he becomes a free agent. All waivers are no 
recall and no withdrawal. Under the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement, from the beginning of the waiver 
system each year through the trading deadline (October 
14, 2003), any veteran who has acquired four years of 
pension credit is not subject to the waiver system if the. 
club desires to release him. After the trading deadline, 
such players are subject to the waiver system. 


ACTIVE/INACTIVE LIST 

The Active/Inactive List is the principal status for players 
participating for a club. It consists of all players under | 
contract who are eligible for preseason, regular-season, 
and postseason games. Teams are permitted to open 
training camp with no more than 80 players under con- 
tract and thereafter must meet two mandatory roster 
reductions prior to the season opener. Teams will be 
permitted an Active List of 45 players and an Inactive 
List of eight players for each regular-season and post- 
season game. Provided that a club has two quarterbacks 
on its 45-player Active List, a third quarterback from its 
Inactive List is permitted to dress for the game, but if he 
enters the game during the first three quarters, the other 
two quarterbacks are thereafter prohibited from playing.

1. Only one club advances to the playoffs in any tie- 
breaking step. Remaining tied clubs revert to the 
first step of the applicable division or Wild Card 
tie-breakers. As an example, if two clubs remain 
tied in any tie-breaker step after all other clubs 
have been eliminated, the procedure reverts to 
Step 1 of the two-club format to determine the 
winner, When one club wins the tie-breaker, all 
other clubs revert to Step 1 of the applicable two- 
club or three-club format.

If two or more clubs are tied in the selection order, the 
strength-of-schedule tie-breaker is applied, subject to 
the following exceptions for playoff clubs: 


1. The Super Bow! winner is last and the Super Bow! 
loser next-to-last. 

2. Any non-Super Bowl playoff club involved in a tie 
shall be assigned priority within its segment 
below that of non-playoff clubs and in the order 
that the playoff club exited from the playoffs. 
Thus, within a tied segment a playoff club that 
loses in the Wild Card game will have priority over 
a playoff club that loses in the Divisional playoff 
game, which in turn will have priority over a club 
that loses in the Conference Championship game. 
If two tied clubs exited the playoffs in the same 
round, the tie is broken by strength of schedule.

PLAYER AVAILABILITY

for player interviews five days a week. On Monday, the 
locker room is open for 30 minutes upon completion of 
the players’ workout/meetings (time to be announced). 
On Wednesday and Thursday, the locker room is open 
from 12:15-1:00 p.m. and for up to one-half hour fol- 
lowing practice and before meetings, beginning 10 min- 
utes after the finish of practice.
